A landowner,

Ironically, the attempt to re­ 
duce his local taxes may thwart 
the Henry J 
Eavey’s future 
efforts to collect a sizable in­ 
come tax deduction from the 
federal government 
Eavey’s situation came to 
light during a check on his 
recent land deal with the City 
of Tiburon, which paid $232,000 
for his hilltop acreage at the 
end of Round Hill Road 
A routine query to the county 
administrator's office produced 
an “ application for reduced as­ 
sessment’’ filed just weeks ago 
bv Eavey in which he swears 
“ under penalty of perjury” that 
the land is only worth $75,000. 
In fact, Eavey said in his 
application that the property 
would be unsalable even at that 
price until the Marin Municipal 
Water Dislrict’s moratorium on 
new water connections is lifted. 
Even as the retired business­ 
man was filing the application. 
he was involved in preliminary 
negotiations with the city for 
his property 
He and his attorney, Philip 
Ehrlich of Tiburon, maintained 
throughout 
those negotiations 
that his property was worth 
about $500,000 and used a 1972 
appraisal by Edward P 
Mor­ 
phy of San Rafael, to substanti­ 
ate his claim 
That appraisal, made before 
the water district connection 
ban. became a key element in 
Eavey’s decision to accept 
$232,000 from the city 


Several city officials, includ­ 
ing City Mgr. Bert A. Balmer. 
'aid Eavey told them he plans 
to claim the "additional value” 
af the land — which he estimat­ 
ed at $266,000 — as a donation 
to the city for income tax pur 
poses.

Eight new stricken canines 
have been reported since the 
first two poisonings were dis­ 
covered yesterday morning 
None of the animals has yet 
died, although several are re­ 
portedly very sick 
“ The dogs affected are the 
ones running loose," the officer 
--aid 
He urged pet owners to 
keep dogs confined 
to their 
yards 
Police beefed up foot patrols 


in the area yesterday and used 
a reverse phone directory to 
call every fifth resident in the 
area, asking them to warn their 
neighbors of the poisoner 
As in past cases, police be 
iieve the poisoner laces ham 
burger or other meat with poi­ 
son, then scatters the deadly 
meat in a neighborhood 
The Independent-Journal has 
offered a $250 reward through 
its Secret Witness program for 
anyone with information lead­ 
ing to the arrest and conviction

By N E L S JO H N SO N 
One of the largest il­ 
licit drug laboratories in 
the nation was discov­ 
ered in a San Rafael 
warehouse two weeks 
ago. San Rafael Police 
disclosed yesterday. 
Police -aid the clandestine 
lab. found in an East San Ra 
fad industrial area, was capa­ 
ble of producing more than 200 
pounds of methamphetamine 
» worth about $400,000) a week 
Two Marin men. arrested in a 
July drug raid in Ross and 
freed by local judges, who ruled 
illegal a search warrant used in 
the bust, are being sought in 
connection with the case 
Lifting a 
lid 
of secrecy 
dumped on the case by federal 
authorities because of a stake 
out and investigation, officers 
-aid the deserted lab was seized 
by federal, state and local nar­ 
cotics agents on Sept 4. four 
days after its discovery. 
Law enforcement officials be 
lieve the speed factory was a 
mother lab" that fed illegal 
drugs and chemicals to small­ 
er. satellite laboratories around 
the country 
The facility also produced 
Phencyclidine, or PCP. an ani 
mal tranquilizer sometimes 
sold as a hallucinogen, and 
Phenol-2-propanoI. or P2P. an 
illegal chemical used to make 
both speed and PCP. according 
to San Rafael Police Detective 
Bart W Stinson 
Stinson, who discovered the 
lab at 34 De Luca Place while 
on a routine assignment Aug 
31, said it appeared that the 
chemists had "just turned off 
the switch” and abandoned the 
facility No arrests have been 
made in the case 
However, he said federal 
warrant! have been issued for 
William Richard Paris. 29. of 
Ro-s. and Richard Anthony 
Hossbach. 25, of Mill Valley A 
federal warrant has also been 
issued for a third man, whom 
federal agents refused to name 
Both Paris and Hossbach 
were arrested July 19 following 
a drug raid on Paris’s newly 
rented Ross home, but later 
freed after Marin judges ruled 
illegal the search warrant- 
which led to their arrests 
Charges against Hossbach 
who reportedly appeared at the 
Paris home with IO pounds of 
PCP while the residence was 
being searched, were dismissed 
by two Marin Municipal Court 
ludges because the search war 
rant failed to establish the reb 
ability of the informant Pari- 
wa- freed on $10,000 bail pend 
mg an appeal of a similar 
ruling by

Panel Ends 
Testimony 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Senate Judiciary Com m ittee 
has finished taking public testi­ 
mony on the nomination of Hen­ 
ry A. Kissinger as Secretary of 
State. The panel is expected to 
overw helm ingly recommend 
confirmation next week. 
The committee wrapped up 
the public phase of its hearings 
yesterday by allowing witness­ 
es. ranging from a former U.S. 
Senator to the head of a local 
black activist group, to testify 
on Kissinger's qualifications. 
K issinger went before the 
committee for three days and 
will be called back before the 
panel Monday for a closed 
meeting. The committee has 
scheduled a vote for Tuesday 
and confirmation by the full 
Senate could come later in the 
week 
Most of those testifying yes­ 
terday voiced opposition to the 
nomination. 
Former Sen. Ernest Gruen- 
ing. D-AJaska, who spoke out 
against U.S. involvem ent in 
Vietnam beginning in 1964, said 
that during the administration 
of President Lyndon B. John­ 
son, Congress and the nation 
was "deceived” and ‘‘lied to." 
He said the same policies of 
"mendacity and deception” of 
Congress were followed by the 
"gold dust twins” of President 
Nixon and Kissinger.

Reporters Fight 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (UPI) 
— Reporters covering the Ala­ 
bam a Capitol have gone to 
court to fight a day-old state 
law requiring journalists to 
make their sources of income 
public. 
Gov, 
George C. 
W allace 
signed the tough new ethics law 
yesterday. L egislators, many 
admittedly bitter about having 
to reveal their own sources of 
income and business dealings, 
including reporters covering 
state government at the last 
minute Thursday night. 
Two hours after the bill sign­ 
ing, attorneys for the Southern 
Poverty Law Center filed a 
complaint in U.S. District Court 
on behalf of Jesse J. Lewis, 
publisher of the Birmingham 
Times. It challenged the consti­ 
tutionality of the section cover­ 
ing journalists and asked for a 
three-judge panel to hear the 
case. 


Big Hash Haul 


LAS VEGAS. Nev. (UPI) — 
Police yesterday seized what 
they said was $5 million worth 
of hashish and arrested one 
man in a narcotics case that 
was broken by a drug-sniffing 
dog at Kennedy International 
Airport in New York. 
"The find appears to be a 
pure accident and probably the 
supply of an unknown ring of 
pushers.” a police spokesman 
said "This is the largest haul 


since the ‘French Connection,’, 
” a major New York case that 
was depicted in a movie by that 
title. 
The hashish was hidden in a 
shipment of speakers that had 
been shipped to Las Vegas from 
Amsterdam via New York, po­ 
lice said. 


Sub Safe 


LONDON (UPI) — A Defense 
Ministry spokesman said a Por­ 
tuguese submarine was missing 
for three hours in the Atlantic 
today, but it surfaced without 
incident after a search. 
B ritish Navy sources said 
earlier that the ship was report­ 
ed overdue and there were 
fears at one point that it had 
sunk. 


Bloody Battle 


SAIGON <UPI) — G overn­ 
ment forces and Communist 
troops fought their bloodiest 
battle in two months yesterday, 
leaving 97 soldiers on both sides 
killed, a South Vietnamese mili­ 
tary spokesman said today. 
Lt. Col. 
Le Trung Hien, 
spokesman for the South Viet­ 
namese command, said the bit­ 
ter fighting lasted IO hours on 
the Central Coast as both sides 
struggled for control of High­ 
way I. 
Hien said 90 Communists and 
sev en g o v ern m en t so ld ie rs 
were killed in the fighting, cen­ 
tered around Tam Quan district 
town in Binh Dinh province just 


below the Quang Ngai province 
border 290 miles northeast of 
Saigon.

Military Turns To Chile's Economy 


SANTIAGO (UPI) -A rm y 
troops using powerful search­ 
lights conducted mopping-up 
operations on isolated sniper 
nests in Santiago last night, 
four days after the violent over­ 
throw and death of President 
Salvador Allende 
The military’. however, ap­ 
peared to be in full control and 
took its first steps to restore 
economic stability lo the coun­ 
try. Armed resistance to the

Fire Hazard 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The fire department may not 
know art but it knows what it 
likes, and it doesn’t like fire 
hazards. 
Officials at the San Francisco 
Museum of Art disclosed yes­ 
terday the fire department says 
a huge, sprawling sculpture in 
the lobby blocks the main exit 
of both the museum and other 


offices in the Veterans War 
Memorial building. 
‘‘We are looking for space,” 
said deputy museum director 
Michael McCone. “ But the 
mere size presents us with a 
very serious problem.” 


The museum bought the work 
from Berkeley artist and teach­ 
er Peter Voulkos in 1971 for 
$25,000. 
The sculpture, called Hiro II, 
consists of massive, twisted and 
turned pipes. 
“ It’s eight by 27 feet,” said 
fire inspector John Slattsays. 
“ It would definitely be an ob­ 
struction if everyone had to 
leave that building in a hurry.” 


Golden Gate Bridge District 
officials learned yesterday that 
the district is $1.8 million richer 
than they had thought three 
weeks ago. 
District Auditor-Controller 
Robert D. Tough estimated on 
Aug. 20 that budget reserves at 
the end of the past fiscal year 
totaled $17.2 million. The an­ 
nual audit, however, put the 
figure at $19 million. 
As a result, the $35 million 
budget adopted last month will 
not push reserves below the $7.5 
million set by the bridge board 
as the minimum. Tough had 
predicted that reserves would 
plunge to $6,568,500 by the end 
of the current fiscal year, an 
estimate that added to pressure 
for a toll increase. 
The new projection, which 
included the higher surplus, put

last April by three men who 
claimed they represented the 
Pacific Research Co., a firm

The facility was inspected by 
city fire and building officials 
who recalled being impressed 
on the quality of equipment 
installed in what they thought 
was a glue factory, according 
to City Mgr William J. Bielser. 
The lab apparently ceased 
operations in late July or early 
August, Stinson said 
The detective said he went to 
the warehouse after owner Wil­ 
liam Davis noticed the factory 
appeared deserted and con 
tained vats of chemicals that 
presented a fire hazard. 
“ As soon as I walked in. the 
fumes hit me right rn the face.” 
Stinson said. 
He said the lab appeared to 
be set up like a huge distillery, 
with mazes of pipes hooked up 
to an industrial furnace, rows 
of glass tubes and cauldrons of 
every size and shape, metal 
vats, thermostats, multiple 
electrical outlets and other 
equipment. 
In addition, boxes of chemi 
cals were stacked against the 
walls and five-gallon cannisters 
of chemicals filled a closet. 
The detective returned later 
that day with federal, state and 
local authorities, armed with a 
federal search warrant 


Dumbfounded federal agents 
and chemists "stood in disbe­ 
lief” on entering the laboratory-, 
saying it was the biggest they 
had ever seen. Stinson said 
The team left the lab and set 
up a stakeout, then seized the 
facility four days later when no 
one had appeared. A search 
uncovered about 50 pounds of 
nearly-processed PCP. valued 
at about $50,000; 50 five-gallon 
cannisters of alcohol-based 
chemicals; about IOO boxes 
filled with containers of ether; 
dozens of cans of cyanide, and 
laboratory- equipment valued at 
about $20,000. according to Stin­ 
son. 
The lab was dismantled by 
federal agents who took com­ 
mand of the case and continued 
the stakeout until recently. 
Stinson and other San Rafael 
police officials said they- believe 
the seizure may cripple the 
illicit methamphetamine traffic 
in the United States, 
Federal agents are now 
searching for satellite labora­ 
tories. studying possible links 
between the lab and organized 
crime in Philadelphia, and look­ 
ing into financing of the opera­ 
tion. Stinson said. 
Domenic Petrossi, a San 
Francisco-based agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Narcotic En­ 
forcement, said yesterday he 
had no comment on the case 
because it is still under investi­

After the greetings the small­ 
er children wash their hands 
and faces, put on their slippers 
and go into the family room to 
play. The older children have 
chores, folding laundry or tend 
ing the yard. 
Mrs. Stagers children are 
termed difficult by others, she 
said, but they are not difficult 
for her. All are handicapped. 
either mentally or physically. 
or have a combination of handi­ 
caps. 
When Mrs. Slager arrived in 
this country six years ago from 
Rotterdam. Holland, she want­ 
ed to be self employed. In 
Rotterdam she had a book store 
but took a job in Marin as a 
private duty nurse. After nine 
months she was dissatisfied and 
thought she might like to oper­ 
ate 3 nursery school or day 
care center. 
“ I knew I would like to take 
care of people more than hav­ 
ing an office job. I like to move 
and think and plan 


SOMEONE SUGGESTED I 
care for mentally retarded chil­ 
dren.” she said “ I did not even 
know what it meant. I had seen 
retarded children from a dis 
lance but didn't know anything 
about them.” 
With the help of her daughter. 
who is now in Europe, she took 
three little boys. Next it was a 
14-ycar-old boy, then a 3-year- 
old. and instead of having a 
group of the same sex and age.

as most foster parents do, “ I 
just took them the way they 
came, and built it like a fami­ 
ly.” she said. 
The family now ranges from 
6 to 18. half boys and half girls. 
Some she has had since she 
began foster care in 1969. oth­ 
ers have replaced children that 
have left. Most were helpless 
when they came to her. Her 
patience, discipline and love 
arc evident when they perform 
little tasks. 
“ When I shop they help un­ 
pack the car Sometimes the 
paper towels end up in the 
refrigerator That’s okay,” she 
said. 
Her concern is that the chil­ 
dren be self reliant. When 
David. IO, came home from 
school with a note pinned to his 
shirt. Mrs. Slager told him. 
“ Ask your teacher not to pin 
otes on you. You can carry 
them." 
She was slightly annoyed to 
see the school bus driver bring­ 
ing 6-year-old Lana to the door. 
“ He is a new driver and 
doesn’t know, but he shouldn't 
do that She can make it on her 
own.” she said. 


*•■TRAINING THE children is 
not easy. Sometimes I think 
they will never learn They will 
do things like hold up a sock 
and try to put a foot in. but they 
do learn They observe.” 
The children will need some 
supervision all of their lives, 
she said 
“ We Dutch are not emotion­ 
al,” Mrs. Slager explained.

Sometimes Marmites Don't 
Know Their Weddings Unusual

Marmites don’t have unusual weddings. At 
least they don’t think they do.

Most forms have been returned either 
without an answer to the question or with the 
bride’s description of her dress. One even 
wrote that it was a sunny day in Carmel, 
where she was married. Another noted a

outdoor ceremony, not too un­ 
usual during the summer in 
Marin County. 
Then there was the bride­ 
groom who made the harpsi­ 
chord that was played at the 
wedding, which does top the 
bride who said the unusual as­ 
pect of her wedding was, “ I 
was married in a white crepe 
floor length dress and carried 
white carnations." 
The brides tell a different 
story to Nancy Nelson, owner of 
the Wedding Shoppe in San 
Anselmo. 


“ONE POOR girl — every­ 
thing went wrong," she said. 
“ She was changing her clothes, 
took out her contact lenses and 
put them in a cup of water. 
Someone came by. wanted a 
drink of water and drank them. 
“ Then an uncle put her 
clothes in the trunk of the 
wrong car. The couple got to 
the hotel where they had reser­ 
vations six months in advance 
and the hotel had no record.” 
Last weekend an enormous 
cake was wheeled out at the 
reception and someone noticed 
the baker had forgotten to put 
the top on it, she said. 
Unusual and embarassing 
things happen to photographers 
at weddings as well. Tiburon 
photographer Richard Miller 
recalls trying to make a quiet 
exit toward the end of a service 
in a Corte Madera church 
" I opened a door and it was 
dark, so I found a switch and 
turned it on. Instead of a light, 
on came a recording of “ Here 
Comes the Bride." It was dur­ 
ing a solemn part of the cere­ 
mony with everyone kneeling 
on the altar, and I couldn't get 
it off. It played for three min­ 
utes.” Miller said. 
He said it is not uncommon 
for bridegroom to pass out dur­ 
ing the ceremony, that is if they 
get into the church, since often 
churches are locked and the 
bridal party and guests have to 
wait until minutes before the 
ceremony is to begin to be let 
into the church 


BOB PIER C E of the Camera 
Center Studio in San Rafael 
said he has never been locked 


out of a church, but he has 
waited for some late ministers. 
Fathers are an interesting 
subject at weddings, especially 
when they are in excess, he 
said. 
Pierce recalled sisters wed rn 
a double ceremony. Each bride 
had a different father and the 
mother had remarried again so 
there was a step father, be 
said. The bridegroom’s parents 
were divorced and his mother 
had remarried, bringing the to­ 
tal number of fathers to live. 
The ceremony was performed 
by the brides’ grandfather — a 
minister 
Not so humorous are some of 
the arguments Pierce has seen 
between mothers and stepmoth­ 
ers for a position in the recep­ 
tion line. 
Often the wrong flowers are 
delivered, and itis usually a 
Sunday and nothing can be 
done about it, be said 
"That happened at my own 
wedding." Pierce said, "but it 
was all right because they were 
nicer than the ones we or­ 
dered." 
Then there are special cor­ 
sages that don’t arrive, usually 
for someone like a sensitive 
aunt from out of town. I can't 
tell you how many times I’ve 
seen corsages disassembled to 
make ones in those cases, he 
said. 
It isn t that Marmites don't 
have unusual weddings. They 
just don't always know they do.

How To Prevent 
Waistband Roll 


By EUNICE FARM ER 
(Distributed by Register and 
Tribune Syndicate) 
DEAR EUNICE, 
Please tell me what I am 
doing wrong when making a 
skirt for myself? I always end 
up with a roll in the back, right 
under the waistband. I’ve tried 
lowering and raising the band. I 
also have the same trouble with 
slacks. 
MRS. S R. 
DEAR MRS. S R.. 
You have the same problem 
almost every woman has when 
making a straight skirt, shorts 
or slacks. You must remember 
that all of us are more rounded 
right below the waistline than 
we are at the waist, (unless you 
are under IO years of age and a 
straight skirt won t stay up on 
your waist without suspenders). 


Patterns an* not cut with 
enough ease and most women 
try to make the top of the skirt 
and the waistband the same 
size. Since we’re not the same 
size, naturally the skirt must 
push up to the point where 
there is enough room, hence the 
wrinkle or fold of fabric just 
below the waistband. 
This alteration should correct 
your problems. Measure your­ 
self just below the waist as well 
as at the waist, the amount of 
ease you will need depends on 
your own figure. Cut the skirt 
with more width at the waist. 
In other words, instead of the 
usual curve from the hipline to 
the waist your new pattern will 
be almost straight from the hip 
to the waist. 
Put two rows of stitching on 
the top of the skirt — one row 
on the seamline and ooe row 
between the seamline and the 
cut edge of skirt. Pull the bob­ 
bin thread slightly to create 
some ease. This shouldn’t look 
like gathers, just ease slightly. 
When your skirt is fitted to you. 
the ease will disappear and 
your garment should round out 
on your figure TTie waistband 
of the skirt should be fitted 
separately on you. now ease the 
skirt or pants to the correct 
waistline. All your fitting prob­ 
lems in this respect should be 
solved. 
Note: The thinner you are. 
the less need for ease. The 
more rounded your body is. the 
more ease is needed. If you 
follow the above directions 
carefully, it will solve many 
frustrating questions concern­ 
ing fit.

with today’s column. Be sure to 
save them for future reference. 
Use IO to 12 stitches per inch 
if using a straight stitch, then 
trim your seams to one-fourth 
inch. Use the overlook stitch or 
overcast by hand. It’s impor­ 
tant to use the stretch stitch 
when attaching the collar or 
else stretch the sweater knit as 
you attach the collar or you 
won’t have the proper give to 
:he seam. 


Never sew over pins when 
working with sweater knits, a 
blunt or rough needle can snag 
dr cut the knit. Use hair setting 
tape to mark darts and elimi­ 
nate stretching when sewing. 
This applies to the zipper area 
yr any area that must be kept 
in its original form without the 
stretch factor. Bias tape or a 
strip of lightweight underlining 
cut on the bias should be 
stitched in with the shoulder 
seam. This permits the gar­ 
ment to give slightly the way it 
should but prevents it stretch­ 
ing completely out of shape 
Evaluate the length of the 
zipper needed Because of the 
variety of stretchy knits you 
will be working with, some will 
require more zipper length than 
st hers. 
When one section of a pattern 
has more ease than the section 
it is to be fitted to, keep the 
largest section on the underside 
when stitching. In other words, 
machine stitch on the side with 
the least fullness. 
Do as little pressing as possi­ 
ble. Steam can be used on most 
knits. However, be sure to test 
a sample first, steam could 
stretch a knit beyond recovery. 
Clean your machine often, 
sweater knits arc very linty. 


DEAR EUNICE. 
I have very heavy thighs and 
a straight, tight skirt simply 
doesn't look well on me I love 
the pleats in the dresses How­ 
ever. my problem is, keeping a 
sharp press in the softer knit 
fabrics. Is there any style of 
skirt you recommend for soft 
fabric as well as (or my figure 
problem ?

E.S.S., 
You are lucky this year be­ 
cause the very newest skirts 
are cut smooth at the hipline 
and fan out rn an A-line or a 
decided flare at the hemline.

An A line skirt is angled out 
from the hips and is usually 
found in a more or less straight 
skirt, just enough fullness from 
the side seams to keep it from 
fitting too tight across your 
thighs.

Another skirt I think you 
would enjoy is cut with several 
gores that curve out from the 
hipline to any amount of flare 
you would like. Remember, you 
can interchange any skirt pat­ 
tern to your favorite bodice In 
your case, find a skirt pattern 
you like and use it for almost 
any style dress. The A-line or 
flared skirt bas always been 
one of the most flattering ones 
for all figures, especially larger . 
ones, because it gives such a 
graceful line. 


DEAR EUNICE. 
The front bodice of my dress 
is to be cut on the bias The 
fabric I have chosen is rather 
thin and with the weight of the 
skirt. I'm afraid it will pull out 
of shape unless I line the bod­ 
ice. I am confused about the 
lining. Should it be cut on the 
bias, too?

DEAR MRS G.J., 
When underlining any part of 
a garment (placing the lining 
fabric with the garment fabric, 
basting them together and 
treating them as one), you must 
cut the underlining fabric the 
same direction as the garment 
section. In your case, the bod­ 
ice front lining should be cut on 
the bias the same as the pat­ 
tern cutting guide shows.

Hopes On Soviet Union

In a news conference yester* 


PEKING (UPI) -After dash­ 
ing Chinese hopes that France 
would side with them in their 
wrangle with the Soviet Union, 
French President Georges 
Pompidou traveled to the 
famed Buddhist grottoes at 
Yung Gang today with Premier 


day Pompidou said “ France 
wants to be on good terms with 
the whole world. We believe 
that the politics of detente and 
entente are the best for us and 
for all countries of the West.” 
Shortly before midnight he 
left the Chinese capital by train 
for the 170-mile trip to Yung 
Gang. 
The Chinese accorded Pompi­ 
dou, the first west European 
chief of state to visit China 
since the Communist Revolu­ 
tion. a send-off with a full honor 
guard and two thousand school 


children dancing on the plat­ 
form 
Earlier in the evening Pompi­ 
dou hosted a banquet for the 
Chinese leadership • at the 
French Embassy. A special 
Caravelle jet was hustled up for 
the occasion and flew the entire 
meal—from the hors doeuvres 
to the strawberries, crystal and 
wine—from Paris. 
Jobert said a six-page joint 
communique would be issued at 
the end of Pompidou's week­ 
long visit. 
Judging from Jobert’s revela­ 


tions about the contents of the 
communique and from Pompi­ 
dou's remarks at his press con­ 
ference, diplomats here be­ 
lieved the Chinese are none too 
happy about the results of the 
visit. 
With their fears of a surprise 
Soviet attack increasing, the 
Chinese have viewed with great 
concern the growing detente 
between Western Europe and 
the Eastern bloc. Such a de­ 
tente, the Chinese believe, will 
result in a reduction of troop 
levels in Europe leaving the 


Soviet Union virtually in com­ 
mand of thai continent and free 
to divert more forces to the 
already tense Sino-Soviet bor-, 
der. 
At the very least the Chinese 
had hoped to win from Pompi­ 
dou a reaffirmation of his often 
expressed reservations about 
detente with Moscow, French 
sources said.

SPORTS ANALYSIS 
Seat Woes 
In Sonoma 


By PAUL DWORIN 
An intolerable situation has been alleviated. 
at least temporarily, with the erection of 
bleachers at Rancho Cotate High School in 
Rohnert Park. 
Since it first opened its doors, Rancho 
Cotate has 
had to play its “ home” football 
games at Durst Field in Petaluma, a circum­ 
stance which was the cause of much vexation 
in the athletically-oriented community of Roh­ 
nert Park. 
__________ 
Besides the desire of the 
school and 
community for a 
stadium of 
its own, the use of 
Durst Field posed problems for 
the twice undefeated Sonoma 
County League champion Cou­ 
gars: The distance to Petalu­ 
ma, and the competition with 
the three other schools for its 
use. 
v 


Realizing this, city council­ 
man Louis Beary formed a 
committee last summer to so­ 
licit funds for the construction 
of a stadium at the school. The 
original goal of the group was 
$100,000. which was to be raised 
through an increase of recrea­ 
tion fees on new development. 
From the recreation fees on 
each new dwelling, $25 was 
earmarked by the city council 
for the stadium. 
Because only $6,000 had been 
collected through this manner 
by April 30. 1973. the council 
advanced $30,000 for the instal­ 
lation of the 2.000-seat bleach­ 
ers which cost $28,411. 
When the committee first 
started its funding drive, the 
idea was for the stadium to be 
constructed at Rancho Cotate. 
Then it changed plans and 
wanted to use the existing facil­ 
ity at Sonoma State College, but 
according 
to 
Beary, 
“ we 
couldn't make enough headway 
at Sonoma State and so we 
went ahead with it at Rancho 
Cotate.” 


EVEN THOUGH the school 
now has bleachers and a tempo­ 
rary home field, the major is­ 
sue will soon have to be re­ 
solved — where to construct a 
permanent football stadium 
w hich will be sorely needed by 
the community in the near fu­ 
ture. 
Both discussed site* 
Ran 


cho Cotate and Sonoma — have 
certain drawbacks, with those 
at Rancho Cotate perhaps more 
easily surmounted. 


But when dealing with such a 
large expenditure that a stadi­ 
um would certainly require, the 
long range advantages of each 
site should be weighed heavily. 
Because of this, and without 
getting into political issues, So­ 
noma appears to be the better 
and morp topical choice 


To begin with, the facility at 
Sonoma could be. with some 
minor improvements, one of the 
finest in Northern California, 
according to college officials. 
The field is sloped, drains well 
and is covered with good top­ 
soil that was put in at a cost of 
$250,000 IO years ago. 


THE FIELD at Rancho Co­ 
tate is adobe and in generally 
poor condition. With three high 
school (varsity, junior varsity 
and freshmen) and two Pop 
Warner teams using the field 
for practices and games, the 
rain will reduce it to a virtual 
quagmire — no better than 
Durst, which was one of the 
reasons for moving. Durst's 
fate was too much use. 


Sonoma has parking space 
for approximately 2,300 cars. 
all of which would eventually 
Ik* needed if the hoped for 5.000- 
seat capacity is reached Ran­ 
cho Cotate has, at most, space 
for 300 cars, meaning that peo­ 
ple would be parking all over 
the community or at Sonoma. 
As Rohnert Park inexorably 
grows larger, additional high 
schools will be built and they 
too will need a place to play 
football The stadium at Sono­ 
ma could be used as a commu-

Anti-Blackout 
Law Is Signed 


NEW YORK (U P II -The 
anti-blackout law got President 
N'ixon's signature yesterday 
and is now the law of the land 
for the next three years 
But if what happened in Mi­ 
ami yesterday is any indica­ 
tion, the law may have an 
adverse effect on ticket sales in 
the National Football League 
The Dolphins, the defending 
NFL champions, had been una­ 
ble to sell out their last thou­ 
sand tickets this week when it 
became apparent the new' law 
w as going to be passed 
The Dolphins still had 818 left 
on sale at I p.m. Thursday—at 
the 72 hour deadline—for their 
opener against San Francisco 
and Commissioner Pete Rozelle 
announced the game wouldn't 
be on TV in Miami because it 
wasn't a sellout 
After that announcement was 
made, the final 818 tickets were 
quickly snapped up yesterday 
Owner Joe Bobbie then den- 
dedd to lift the blackout on a 


onetime basis and televise the 
game in Miami. 
“ This is a single shot deal.” 
Robbie said. In the future, the 
Dolphins won’t televise the 
game in Miami if the games 
aren't sold out 72 hours before 
kickoff 


The Dolphins got into this 
spot because they cut off season 
ticket sales at 78,000 and put 
2,500 on sale for each game 
This was to give fans who 
couldn't buy a season ticket a 
chance to buy single game tick­ 
ets.

nity field, with each school 
practicing on its own grounds. 
Additionally, it could be used 
as a community field for such 
activities as musical concerts 
and track and field meets. 
Because of its central loca­ 
tion, the Sonoma stadium could 
become a permanent home for 
post-season cham pionship 
games, such as the newly-initi­ 
ated “Top of the Bay” bowl 
game. 


PROPONENTS of Rancho Co­ 
late as the best stadium site 
argue that the cost of construct­ 
ing such an edifice would be 
cheaper there than at Sonoma. 
In a May 7 statement by 
Rohnert Park City Manager Pe­ 
ter Callinan to Petaluma Supt. 
of Schools Lesly Meyer, Calli­ 
nan said, “ More money would 
be needed for a stadium at 
Sonoma State College than at 
Rancho Cotate because the col­ 
lege would need additional rest­ 
rooms and locker facilities for 
both teams at half-time.” 
On the surface that appears 
true, for an estimated $25,000 
would be needed for a sewer 
main, according to Sonoma’s 
Director of Physical Planning 
Wes Burford — not to mention 
the cost of locker rooms. 
But it’s possible that the state 
might provide the funds for the 
sewer main, and the expense of 
the locker rooms would certain­ 
ly be less than the cost of 
resloping and adding top-soil to 
the existing field at Rancho 
Cotate; that would have to be 
done to reach the quality of the 
field at Sonoma. 


OFFICIALS at Sonoma State 
are in favor of sharing the 
stadium with the community. 
“I’m much in favor of getting 
the community involved with 
the institution,” President Tom 
McGrath commented. “It’s a 
crime to let such a beautiful 
facility rot out there.” 
The college field is state 
property, and although it can 
go into an agreement with the 
city for its use, it cannot relin­ 
quish control. But, the question 
is. does the Petaluma School 
District want to invest money 
to improve a piece of property 
that it doesn’t own or control? 
The resurrection of Sonoma 
athletics last year portends the 
resumption of a football pro­ 
gram in the near future. Since, 
as McGrath points out, “a sta­ 
dium at the college is absolute­ 
ly mandatory if we’re going to 
field a team again,” a major 
question arises. 
Can the taxpayers of Rohnert 
Park — who, by the way, 
helped to pay for Sonoma'! 
stadium — afford to duplicate 
facilities? I think not

Tickets are still available at 
Cleveland, New Orleans and 
New England and the blackout 
won’t be lifted in those places. 
The situation in San Francis­ 
co where the Forty Niners play 
at Candlestick Park is a special 
one because the team has a 
contract with the city prohibit­ 
ing them from televising home 
games under any circum ­ 
stances. The city needs $2.1 
million a year to pay off the 
stadium and needs the revenue 
from parking and concessions 
that will drop off if fans don't 
show. 
Bob Kenealey, deputy city 
attorney in San Francisco, said, 
“there are provisions in the 
U.S. constitution which say that 
you cannot pass a law to impair 
or invalidate a contract already 
in effect.” He is thinking of 
going to court to fight the new 
law. 
Commissioner Pete Rozelle 
has said the NFL won’t fight 
the new law in court. But it has 
a much more effective method. 
It might simply televise a 
“game of the week” and simply 
not put the other games on TV 
at all. 
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SAN DIEGO (AP) - “It’s a 
shame — we gave the game 
away,” San Francisco manager 
Charlie Fox said after a San 
Diego Padres victory that vir­ 
tually wrecked the Giants’ pen­ 
nant hopes. 
"We made too many mis­ 
takes,” Fox said of the 4-3 loss 
last night that dropped his third 
place team 84 games behind 
front-running Cincinnati with 
little more than two weeks of 
the regular season remaining.

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WEEK IN BUSINESS 
Federal Reserve's 
Stand Hurts Market 


NEW YORK (UPI) -M ount­ 
ing evidence of the Federal 
Reserve’s tight money posture 
pushed stools lower in slow 
trading this week on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 
The Dow Jones industrial av­ 
erage fell 12.27 to 886.36. The 
index of 30 blue chips had 
gained some SO points the pre­ 
vious two and one-half weeks, 
but lost ground in four of this 
week's sessions. Standard 
Poor's 500 stock index declined 
0.32 to 104.44. The NYSE index 
was off 0.20 to 55.92. 
Declines led advances, 1,015 
to 727, among 1,979 issues trad­ 
ed. 
Trading remained di.spirited, 
as it has for months. Volume 
totaled 61,781,490,000 shares, 
compared with 59,403,780 the 
holiday week earlier, and with 
61,553,271 the year before. 
The stage for a market de­ 
cline was set before the opening 
bell sounded Monday morning. 
After the close Friday, the Fed­ 
eral Reserve further tightened 
its reins on the nation's money 
supply by raising to ll per cent 
reserve requirements on certifi­ 
cates of deposit. 
Federal Reserve Chairman 
Arthur Burns—whose words 


had enormous impact this week 
on Wall Street—followed that 
move by stating Monday: ‘‘The 
Federal Reserve will need 
more convincing evidence on 
moderation of the monetary 
and credit aggregates before it 
can responsibly relax its pres­ 
sure on the monetary brake.” 
Thus the words and deeds of 
the man chiefly responsible for 
the ebb and flow of the nation’s 
money supplies had cast at 
least some doubt on Wall 
Street’s hope the pressure on 
interest rates finally had sub­ 
sided after long months of un­ 
controlled rises. 
That hope, many analysts 
said, had provided the under­ 
pinning of a 50-point climb in 
the Dow in the three week 
period prior to this week. 
Another money market devel­ 
opment Tuesday further fueled 
the stock market’s fears of a 
credit crunch. Yields on short­ 
term treasury bills rose to 
more than 9 per cent—a record. 
And many observers placed 
prime iT'sponsibility for the in­ 
crease on the tighter reserve 
requirem ents oo C.D.’s de­ 
clared four days earlier by the 
Fed. Higher interest rates and

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The president of the National 
Association of Food Chains, 
crediting the resistance of con­ 
sumers. said yesterday that 
food prices will begin declining 
in November 


Between now and then, Clar­ 
ence G. Adamy, the president, 
said meat prices should remain 
steady but prices of canned and 
packaged goods will undergo "a 
one-time" increase as they are 
boosted to cover certain operat- j 
ing costs excluded prior to Sept, 
12, 
Adamy said the food chain 
industry was “ amazed" by the I 
“ miraculous behavior" of the 
American consumer in the face 
of skyrocketing meat prices 
this summer, 
“ One day in August, Aug. 15, 
the consumers said ‘we quit’ 
and cut back meat consump­ 
tion." Adamy said. On that day 
he said pork loin was sold for 
$1.15 a pound, and since its 
price has declined to 86 cents. 
Consumer resistance, he said, 
has remained very high, and 
this week the chain stores re­ 
port that demand for beef still 
is not back to normal. 
Meat prices should now de­ 
cline because one million steers 
that normally would have been 
slaughtered in summer are 
backed up" and soon must 
come to market, he said. 
Supplies of other foods also 
will be large, thus forcing 
prices down, because 1973 crops 
appear to be the best in 35 
vears, Adamy said

State Need Not 
Keep Gas Chamber 


Now that the California Leg­ 
islature, heeding the plainly 
expressed will of the people, 
has restored the death penalty, 
it might consider replacing the 
lethal gas chamber with a 
more humane method of execu­ 
tion: the firing squad. 
Until 1938, execution of the 
death penalty rn California was 
by hanging. In that year, the 
“ little green room” at San 
Quentin Prison went into use. 
In abandoning hanging for 
lethal gas. California opted for 
what was claimed to be a more 
humane method of killing. 
However, as Dr 
David G. 
Schmidt, San Quentin psychia­ 
trist. points out, the noose and 
gas chamber are alike in that 
both cause death by asphyxia­ 
tion — cutting off the supply of 
air. Hanging, though, is a dual 
method, for ii the spinal cord is 
broken in the drop, death may 
be almost instantaneous. 


LETHAL GAS has not been 
widely adopted as a method of 
legal execution. More favored 
in this century has been the 
electric chair. Some states still 
use hanging. One, Utah, has the 
firing squad. 
There, a con­ 
demned murderer is given a 
choice between shooting and 
hanging. In this century, only 
two have chosen the noose. 
At dawn on Oct. 31. 1938, as a 
reporter for the Salt Lake 
Tribune, I witnessed the firing 
squad execution of murderer 
John Deering in the yard of the 
old Utah State Prison in Salt 
Lake City's Sugarhouse dis­ 
trict. 
Deering was tied to a chair, a 
black hood 
placed over his 
head, a target pinned on his 
shirt to cover his heart. Six 
riflemen chosen by the county 
sheriff — their identities kept 
secret — were concealed be­ 
hind a wall. When the signal 
was given, they fired in unison. 
When, minutes later, Deering's 
body was removed from the 
chair, the target had been 
pierced by five bullet holes 
within a radius of about an 
inch. (The six rifle fired a blank 
cartridge.) 
This was the standard meth­ 
od of execution, as practiced in 
Utah. But in Deering’s case, 
there was a difference. 
An electrocardiogram had 
been made of his heart action 
— the first, and I believe, only 
time this was ever done for an 
execution. And the squiggly 
line on the electrocardiogram 
showed that his heart was com­ 
pletely still 19 seconds after the 
shots were fired. 


NEARLY TWO decades lat­ 


er, on March 15, 1957, as city 
editor of the Independent-Jour- 
nal, I witnessed the execution 
of Burton W. (Bud) Abbott in 
the San Quentin gas chamber. 
The valve was turned at 11:18 
a.m., releasing the lethal cyan­ 
ide pellets. Nothing happened 
at first; 
then Abbott began 
gasping and straining at the 
bonds that held him to his 
chair. At 11:25 a.m. — seven 
minutes after the pellets were 
released — he was pronounced 
dead. 
No electrocardiogram has 
ever been made of a prisoner 
during execution at San Quen­ 
tin. But a stethoscope is at­ 
tached to the prisoner's chest. 
A prison doctor — it has often 
been Dr. Schmidt during over 
41 years that he has served at 
the prison — listens intently to 
breathing and heart beats. 
Not many die as quickly as 
Bud Abbott, according to Dr. 
Schmidt. Most take from eight 
to 18 minutes, he said, with the 
average about 12 minutes. 
The man executed appears to 
struggle long after he loses 
consciousness, reported Dr. 
Schmidt. “ We tell them to 
breathe deeply to hasten uncon­ 
sciousness, but they don’t all do 
it,” the doctor said. “ If he 
breathes deeply, the man loses 
consciousness in three or four 
minutes.” 


T H R EE OR FOUR minutes 
to lose consciousness, then an­ 
other five to 15 minutes to die 
— compared with 19 seconds by 
the firing squad! 
Dr. Schmidt agreed with me 
that the firing squad is a more 
humane method of execution 
than the gas chamber. He sug­ 
gested that the electric chair 
may be more humane than 
either, since it kills instanta­ 
neously. (There are. however, 
some other drawbacks to the 
electric chair.) 
Court attempts to abolish the 
death penalty by interpretation 
of the law have failed. Eight 
states besides California have 
re-enacted the death penalty 
this year: Colorado, Connecti­ 
cut, Georgia. Louisiana, Ne­ 
vada, New Mexico, Oklahoma, 
and Texas. Bills to restore cap­ 
ital punishment are in the legis­ 
latures of several other states. 
Californians showed by over­ 
whelming vote last November 
that they believe in the necessi­ 
ty for the death penalty. We 
may expect to have it with us 
for quite a long time. 
Should we, then, use a partic­ 
ularly inhumane method of exe­ 
cution — the gas chamber?

The Corte Madera recall is the last of

Kissinger Has Chance 
System That His Role 


Let us hope that things are really going 
to be different when Henry Kissinger gets 
over to the State Department, because 
what was once a productive and mutually 
helpful relationship between that institu­ 
tion and the newsmen who work in 
foreign policy long since disappeared. 


From the moment Mr. Kissinger set up 
shop at the White House, things went 
sour at the State Department. No one 
there was willing to talk about foreign 
policy because (a) they were not really 
informed about what w'as happening and 
(b) they could be accused of interfering 
with the White House if they did. 


DOWN THROUGH Dean Rusk’s days 
at the State Department, a news confer­ 
ence there was an important event. It 
was carefully prepared. Questions were 
anticipated. Responsible replies were 
worked out. The transcript of the confer­ 
ence (in edited form) was cabled to all 
American embassies overseas and be­ 
came the background information from 
which American diplomats and informa­ 
tion officers worked 
Of course the old pre-Kissinger system 
sometimes led to interesting incidents. 
There was the classic case of the day the 
1967 Arab-Israel war broke out. State 
Department spokesman Robert McClos- 
key, in answer to a question, declared 
that the United States would be “ neutral 
in thought, word and deed.” That was the 
policy of the State Department. 
But when news tickers at the White 
House announced the “ neutral" State 
Department position, Lyndon B. Johnson 
picked up his telephone. Mr. McCloskey 
was not fired. He did call another instant 
conference and hastily retreated from 
neutralism.

thinking that went into it was always 
interesting. Reporters not only had daily 
reportable conferences with top State 
Department officials. In addition there 
were constant background briefings. And 
any State Department “ regular" corre­ 
spondent could have a special appoint­ 
ment almost at will, with any expert. The 
result was a steady flow to the public of 
informed and intelligent discussion about 
foreign policy in the making. 
The system was helpful to American 
diplomacy. It developed a group of Amer­ 
ican reporters who were in their own 
right experts in foreign policy. They were 
the ones who went overseas, sometimes 
on long-term assignment, sometimes to 
cover special conferences. They served 
overseas with American diplomats. They 
became part of the process of foreign 
policy formulation 
And foreign policy 
news was written by experts in foreign 
policy. 


FOR FOUR and a half years now, 
foreign policy has been generated in the 
White House behind a wall of presidential 
secrecy. And it was largely covered by 
White House correspondents who are 
experts in domestic American politics, 
but innocent as newborn babes of the 
intricacies of foreign policy. 
Expert talent at State was wasted. 
Foreign policy was written by reporters 
who didn’t really understand it. It was a 
thoroughly bad system which Mr. Kissin­ 
ger tried at times to remedy but with 
limited success. When he did give back­ 
ground briefings he was accused of 
playing favorites and cultivating the 
press. Let’s hope he will revive the old 
system when he gets to Stale.

New Footholds In American For Three Old Religions

Three of the world’s great 
religions, hitherto little known 
in A m erica, have gained sub­ 
stantial footholds in this coun­ 
try during the past few years. 
They 
are 
Islam . Hinduism 
and Buddhism 
Islam , 
youngest 
of 
the 
world’s m ajor religions, is the 
faith th a t th e p ro p h et Mo­ 
ham m ed introduced am ong Ar­ 
abs in the 7th Century A D 
Today it has about 500 million 
followers in Asia and Africa 
and an uncertain num ber — 
possibly around 250,000—in the 
United States. 
Islam 
is an A rabic word 
m ean in g “ subm ission to the 
will of God.” Its adherents are 
called “ M oslems" (in Arabic. 
“ M u s lim s ” ), w hich m e a n s 
"those who subm it to the will of 
God ” 
SEVERAL ISLAMIC groups 
currently are active in Ameri­ 
ca 
According to the Islamic 
Center, which occupies a gor­ 


geous m arble mosque on fash­ 
ionable M assachussetts Avenue 
in W ashington, D C., there are 
about 
100,000 Am erican Mos­ 
lem s who are im m igrants or 
the c h ild ren of im m ig ra n ts 
from p red o m in an tly Islam ic 
countries such as Iran, Paki­ 
stan, Indonesia, Syria, Egypt 
and Turkey. 
In addition to these indubita­ 
bly bona-fide Moslems, there 
are about half a dozen rival 
sects of so-called “ Black Mus­ 
lim s.” 
The old est and la rg e st is 
headed 
by 75-year-old Elijah 
M uhammed. His m ovem ent has 
never been recognized by the 
World Moslem Council as au­ 
th en tic ally Islam ic fo r two 
main reasons. First, Elijah Mu­ 
ham m ed 
styles 
h im self 
a 
prophet, which is heresy to an 
orthodox Moslem. One of the 
main tenets of Islam is the 
teaching that the M ohammed 
who w as bom in Mecca in 570 
A D. 
was 
“the 
Last of the 
Prophets.” 


ELIJAH MUHAMMED also 
is a frank advocate of black 
racism . He predicts with relish 
that all “ white devils" will be 
exterm inated in a self-genoci- 
dal w ar before the end of the 
p re se n t decade. 
R acism is 
abhorrent to true Moslems. No 
other religion can m atch Is­ 
lam ’s record over the centuries 
of extending a colorblind wel­ 
come to white, black, yellow, 
red and brown men in every 
com er of the globe. 
It is precisely its freedom 
from racism that m akes Islam 
a ttra c tiv e 
to 
th o u san d s 
of 
Am erican blacks who belong to 
various Moslem sects that de­ 
nounce Elijah M uhammed as a 
false prophet. 
The best known of these rival 
sects was led by the late Mal­ 
colm X prior to his assassins 
tion by Black Muslim gunmen 
in 1965. 
SIN C E THAT tim e, th ere 
have been frequent flareups of 
v iolence, rem in isc e n t of the 
Chicago gang wars of the '30’s, 


am ong the various black Islam ­ 
ic sects. E arlier this year, sev­ 
en m em bers of one sect were 
m assacred in Washington. 
All of this is highly distasteful 
to such earnest Moslems as 
professional basketball star Ka- 
reem A bdul-Jabbar (form erly 
Lew Alcindor), a m em ber of the 
orthodox Hanafi sect, who feels 
strongly “ there is no room in 
Islam ” for racial hatred or 
in tra m u ra l violence. A nother 
fam ous athlete, form er heavy­ 
weight boxing champion Mu­ 
ham m ad Ali (form erly Cassius 
Clay) is a follower of Elijah 
M uhammed. 
All Moslems worthy of the 
nam e subscribe to the basic 
creed of Islam : “There is no 


God but Allah, and Mohammed 
is His prophet.” They accept as 
the infallible word of God the 
sacred scriptures handed down 
by Mohammed and known as 
th e K oran. They p ra y five 
tim es a day, and do not smoke, 
drink, gam ble, sw ear or use 
narcotics. They obey a strict 
code of sexual behavior, and 
place great em phasis on neat­ 
ness and 
modesty of dress. 
Most of them give generously to 
support their faith and to aid 
the poor, as M ohammed taught. 
ALTHOUGH TH EY re g a rd 
Mohammed 
as the last and 
greatest of God s m essengers to 
m ankind, Moslems also recog­ 
nize Moses and Jesus as true 
prophets of earlier times. Ex­

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cept in Middle E astern nations, 
w here A rab -Jew ish re la tio n s 
a re infused with hostility (for 
political reasons having little to 
do with theological differences 
between Islam and Judaism ), 
Jew s and Christians are ac­ 
corded full religious tolerance 
in predom inantly Moslem socie­ 
ties. 
The ancient religion of India, 
H induism , and its offshoot, 
Buddhism, are a factor of grow­ 
ing 
im portance 
in A m erican 
religious life because of their 
strong appeal to young people 
who are seeking direct personal 
experience of the reality and 
accessibility of God. 
Although Christianity has al­ 
ways offered this (it is the basic 
m eaning of the Christian doc­ 
trine of the Holy Spirit), O rien­ 
tal religions have given a much 
more explicit and central place 
to techniques of concentration 
and 
meditation (such as the 
various forms of yoga) that 
m ay lead a person to break 
through the “ false veil of m ate­ 


riality ” and achieve a sense of 
oneness with God. 
W HILE HINDU for Buddhist 
teachers may speak of “ God” 
in trying to explain their way to 
p o te n tia l W estern co n v erts, 
their religions actually do not 
en v isio n u ltim a te re a lity in 
term s sim ilar to the Jewish- 
C h ristia n -Isla m ic co n cep t of 
God. They are pantheistic reli­ 
gions, in which the concept of a 
“ U niversal Consciousness” , a 
Spirit infusing and coterm inous 
with nature, takes the place of 
monotheistic belief in a Creator 
who tra n sc e n d s as w ell as 
dwells within the universe He 
has called into being. 
In addition to its em phasis on 
m ystical experience, there are 
two aspects of E astern religion 
that have particular attraction 
for m any young A m ericans to­ 
day. They are the doctrine of 
karm a and its corollary, the 
belief in reincarnation. 
KARMA HOLDS that each 
person m ust “eat the fruit of 
his deeds”—that is, live out the 


full consequences of all his ac­ 
tions—either in this life or in a 
subsequent life. Each soul may 
undergo many successive “ in­ 
carnations” — that is — may 
occupy a num ber of different 
bodies, hum an or anim al, and 
live a num ber of lifetim es, be­ 
fore completing the require­ 
ments of karm a and breaking 
free of the “ wheel of existence” 
to reach Nirvana. N irvana is 
not m erely a synonym for 
“ heaven" but rather signifies a 
return to a state of identity with 
the “ Universal Consciousness” , 
like a drop of w ater reentering 
the sea. 
Although there are m any au­ 
thentic expressions of Hinduism 
and Buddhism in contemporary' 
America, the current vogue of 
Oriental religion has created 
tem pting opportunities for the 
milking of suckers by fakes or 
cynics 
who style them selves 
“ gurus." Several such have ac­ 
quired large quantities of pub­ 
licity and cash in America dur­ 
ing recent years

What it does do is to enable 
people to endure hardships and 
even to derive deep spiritual 
blessings from them 
That may not be enough for 
fanatics eager to display the

C hristians to stop treating fa­

Hong Kong Buying In U.S 
MUSIC REVIEW 


Prices Soar For Jade, 
Other 'Antique' Pieces

HONG KONG — Unless he was soundly 
“taken,” any American who bought Chinese curi­ 
os for pleasure or profit in Hong Kong last year or 
earlier is entitled to view his purchases with smug 
satisfaction. 
Prices for “ antiques” — al­ 
m ost anything m ade before 
1949, when the Com munists 
took over China — which have 
steadily increased in the last 15 
or 20 years rocketed so sharply 
inside China and in Hong Kong 
early this summer that a num­ 
ber of the colony’s dealers have 
rushed away on purchasing 
trips to the United States 
Some weeks ago a well known 
curio dealer here flew to New 
York and Boston, where he 
spent $300,000 on assorted jades 
and porcelains, some of which 
he had himself previously sold 
to 
A m erican o u tle ts. 
He 
brought them trium phantly 
back to the colony, confident 
that he could sell them at a 
heart-warming profit or hold 
them for bigger returns in the 
future. 
As a m atter of fact, within a 
few days after his return, an­ 
other Hong Kong dealer gave 
him about $24,000 for one of the 
items, an eight-inch jade in­ 
cense burner, for which he had 
paid only $8,000 in the United 
States. 
He is now back in America, 
commissioned by one of Hong 
Kong’s Chinese millionaires to 
spend $3 m illion on curios, 
some of which will not be dis­ 
played until profits and prices 
climb much higher. 
Another Chinese who recenUy 
acquired a set of jade-inlaid 
furniture in the United States is 
confident he will make at least 
1,000 per cent profit on his 
purchase price of $100,000. Yet 
another dealer has made three 
trips to American in one month 
to buy jade for the Hong Kong 
market. 


“ People lucky enough to have 
the capital buy right now in the 
United States," explains one 
Chinese dealer and expert, “ be­ 
cause Hong Kong reacted in­ 
stantaneously to the greatly in­ 
flated prices of all curios at 
Peking’s latest Canton fair. The 
American market has reacted 
much more slowly. Of course 
price soon will rise in New 
York, Boston, and San Francis­ 
co. Till that happens, dealers 
here can make big profits on 
curios they buy at pre-fair 
prices in America and sell for 
post-fair prices in Hong Kong ” 
Some merchants buy Chinese 
Communist goods in Hong Kong 
or on individual trips into 


China. But Peking’s prices are 
set and major transactions are 
initiated, if not completed, at 
the month-long autumn spring 
trade fairs in Canton, when tens 
of thousands of visitors from all 
over the world, including Amer­ 
icans, buy everything from me­ 
dicinal dried centipedes to min­ 
erals and textiles. 
It was no secret in Hong 
Kong that this spring’s purchas­ 
es would cost more than last 
fall’s. China clearly needed for­ 
eign exchange to buy such 
items as wheat, airplanes, and 
machinery. Every curio dealer 
knew that for several months 
before April 15 the Communists 
had closed the Hong Kong war­ 
ehouses of “antiques” and art 
goods for “ stocktaking,” and 
refused to accept orders in cer­ 
tain categories. 
But neither Japanese, Ameri­ 
can, nor Hong-Kong dealers 
were prepared for the fair’s 
fantastic price increases, from 
50 to 1,000 per cent, on curios. 
“ For the first tim e,’’ said one 
dealer on his return to the 
colony, “ there were no price 
tags at all on many of the 
antiques. You just went up to a 
fair official and made a bid and 
he jotted it down in his little 
book. You had no idea how 
much anybody else was offer­ 
ing. But of course, the Japanese 
will pay anything." 
As a matter of fact Ameri­ 
cans bought very little and big 
established Japanese dealers 
left the field to the little ones. 
Hong Kong reacted with 
shock and dismay. Some shops 
closed to rewrite price tags and 
others readjusted them in full 
view of customers. Dealers al­ 
m ost unanim ously expressed 
the fear that they could not 
pass on the new high costs to 
buyers. 
“ Most of us who don't have a 
lot of capital to risk,’’ said one 
experienced dealer, “are post­ 
poning ordering for a few 
months at least Right now we 
are mostly just trading pieces 
with one another." 
To counter this atmosphere of 
uncertainty, the Com m unists 
recently called a meeting of 
Bong 
Kong 
dealers. 
They 
should broaden their horizons, 
they were told. Then they would 
realize that though the new 
prices seemed high, they still 
were appreciably lower than

“The trouble is,” one dealer 
commented, “that the Commu­ 
nists have been reading those 
full page advertisem ents in 
your new spapers giving the 
prices Americans in New York 
and Boston and Texas are 
charging for Chinese prod­ 
ucts!” 
Because they don’t want to 
offend Peking, their m ajor 
source of supply for run-of-the- 
mill curios, or scare away any 
potential customers, Kong Kong 
dealers — indeed, dealers of 
most nationalities — hesitate to 
state frankly how much their 
costs and prices have in­ 
creased, Moreover, price tags 
for similar objects in three or 
four shops can vary enormous­ 
ly- 
However, it is safe to say that 
curios from Communist China 
have, in the last six months, 
gone up from 50 to 1,100 per 
cent, with jade increases the 
most shocking. One European 
dealer s estimate that “ any­ 
thing good and really old is now 
two or three times more expen­ 
sive than it was a year ago” is 
a c o n se rv a tiv e sta te m e n t. 
Since, except for special cate­ 
gories. Peking prohibits the ex­ 
port of any objects d art made 
more than a hundred years ago, 
"old” or “ antique” applies to 
anything from a carved nut to a 
gorgeous court robe produced 
between the middle of the last 
century (the latter pert of the 
Ch'ing dynasty when Chinese 
art was on decline) and 1949,

shek.” One dealer recently paid 
a wholesale price of more than 
$150 for a 50-year-old porcelain 
lamp whose twin he had sold to 
a customer a year ago for $40, 
and $120 for the kind of plate he 
previously sold for $18. A close 
duplicate of a mandarin belt 
buckle the writer bought six 
months ago for $70 is today 
being offered custom ers for 
$700. 
Probably no one but a mil­ 
lionaire addicted to old jade 
should buy it today. Good old 
em broideries and m andarin 
robes, hard to find, cost more 
by the month; one dealer esti­ 
mates* that the robe he sold 
last fall for $200 would cost a 
customer $750 today. 
Really “old and good” curios 
— objects of fine quality made 
hundreds of years ago — are 
hard to find and very expensive 
indeed in Kong Kong. Dealers 
may have a few choice pieces 
left over from their own old 
.stock; they buy them when they 
can from once-affluent Chinese 
families who brought some of 
their possessions with them 
when they left China in the late 
'40s. Anyone selling porcelains, 
say, of this quality, knows very 
accurately what prices they are 
bringing at auctions in London. 
For the everyday, nonspecial­ 
ist visitor to Hong Kong, in any 
case, the guidance line on curl 
os is very simple; If you really 
want that piece of “ antique” 
gilded carving, forget that it 
probably comes from a com­ 
munal factory in Canton in 
stead, as it once did, from an 
old abandoned temple. Forget 
that it cost! 12 times as much 
today as it did IO years earlier.

A choice offering of four 
piano works ranging from the 
serious “ Fantasy” by Mozart 
and "Sonata” by Beethoven to 
the entrancing Debussy “Chil- 
idren’s Comer” and the puppet- 
ballet m usic of Stravinsky’s 
“ Petrouchka” was performed 
ably last night by Julian White 
at the College of Marin’s Fine 
Arts Theater. 
The benefit concert for the 
Mill Valley Children’s Cultural 
Center of Marin drew an enthu­ 
siastic audience of 300 persons. 
The opening “ Fantasy in C 
Minor” by Mozart followed by 
the “Sonata in A Flat Major, 
Op. 110” by Beethoven made an 
interesting pairing. Each is a 
mature work of many shifting 
harm onies and contrasts in 
mood. 
The Fantasy is one of Moz­ 
a rt’s “in depth ' piano pieces. 
Pensive, even painful day­ 
dream s are interrupted by 
storms of thunder; the storm 
clouds dissipate and form 
again, alternating with a return 
to the daydreams. White was 
careful in his deliniation of 
melodic lines and ably ex­ 
pressed the introspective quali­ 
ties inherent in the work. 
The Beethoven sonata calls 
for a different technique. The 
first two movements are mostly 
straightforward, the first with a 
simple theme breaking into ar­ 
peggios; the second with its 
quiet statement answered in 
loud tones in typical Beethoven 
fashion. 
In the slow movement a 
deepning of mood occurs. White 
brought out the lyrical canti­ 
lena with fine phrasing and 
sensitivity. He then leaned into 
the fugues — one an inversion 
of the other — and again was 
careful in separating melodic 
lines. The coda is a final state­ 
ment of the first fugue theme 
and he executed it with a great 
flourish. 
The second half of the pro­ 
gram was much less serious. 
The pianist told the stories of 
the six pieces comprising the 
Children's Comer before per­ 
forming them. Nothing that the 
children of the children’s cul­ 
tural center are preschoolers, 
he dedicted this work “to those 
children who have been judi­ 
ciously left at home.” 
These pieces were not de­ 
signed to be played by children 
nor meant to divert them, but 
are rather a reflection on child­ 
hood. White had fun with the 
first number, a descriptive vi­ 
gnette of a child practicing dull 
Clementi piano exercises. It in­ 
corporates the sighs and ago­ 
nies of the practicing child, 
then ends with a romp as the 
time for practicing is over. 
Again filling us in on the plot, 
the pianist described the three 
scenes from Stravinsky's ballet, 
“ Petrouchka.” The piano ar­ 
rangement was written by the 
composer in 1921, ten years

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Energy Crisis Plan For 


State Sent To Governor 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -The 
Legislature today narrowly 
passed and sent to Gov. Ronald 
Regan a major bill aimed at 
easing California’s projected 
energy shortages. 
The controversial bill (SB283) 
by Sen. Alfred E. Alquist, D- 
San Jose, would create a new 
state commission with far­ 
reaching powers, including fuel 
rationing and nuclear power 
plant siting. 
The commission would con­ 
duct experiments to enhance 


the efficiency of electrical prod- 
uts ranging from toasters to 
hair -dryers. The research 
would be financed by a new tax 
imposed on electricity that 
would take $31 million annually 
from state taxpayers. 
In addition, the Energy Re­ 
sources Conservation and De­ 
velopment Commission would 
be the sole agency in th state to 
decide the siting of nuclear 
power plants, with thk excep­ 
tion of the coastline commis­ 
sions which would have some 
say over coastal plants. 


During legislative hearings, 
both proponents and opponents 
have agreed that California will 
face blackouts and brownouts 
throughout the state in the next 
few years. 


Assemblyman Charles War­ 
ren, D-Los Angeles, the driving 
lawmaker behind the bill, said 
the measure could not forestall 
the imminent energy shortages. 
But he said it will provide more 


rational planning to eliminate 
shortages in the future. 
The bill is based on the con­ 
troversial Rand Corp 
report 
which recommended the state 
should spend more time try ing 
to conserve energy by increas­ 
ing efficiency and less on just 
building new power plants. 
The report predicted Califor­ 
nia will need between 80 and 
120 new nuclear power plants 
by the year 2000 if the state 
continues its current growth 
patterns, and warned such reli­ 
ance on nuclear power could be 
dangerous. 


The bill was opposed by ma­ 
jor utilities and the General 
Electric Co. and supported by 
various environmental groups, 
including the Sierra Club. 


Many Gas Stations 


Close Over Prices

Filling station operators by 
the hundreds closed shop for 
the weekend to protest govern­ 
ment price controls. But most 
owners were keeping regular 
hours pending a court test of 
the controls and a promised 
review of the situation by Cost 
of Living Council. 
The operators complained 
that under Phase 4 rules, retail 
gasoline prices must stay at the 
January, 1973, levels but whole­ 
sale prices can be raised. 
Cost of Living Council Direc­ 


tor John T. Dunlop said the 
ceilings would be revised as 
soon as the council had a 
chance to study new price and 
cost data dealers and industry 
groups were asked to submit by 
Sept. 25, suggesting that the 
ceilings could be raised by Oct. 
I. 
Gasoline dealer associations 
across the country planned to 
send representatives to Wash­ 
ington Monday to talk to the 
Cost of Living Council and 
await (he expected decision by 


an appeals court on the consti­ 
tutionality of the price controls. 
The suit was filed by a group of 
East Coast dealers. 
Robert Jacobs, director of the 
Illinois and Indiana Gasoline 
Dealers Associations which 
have 5,900 members, said his 
group will not close en masse in 
protest until a decision on the 
suit, but he said if the decision 
is negative, “ watch out.” 
Hundreds of service stations 
were angry enough yesterday 
to close in protest. Three 
hundred station owners in Okla­ 
homa ^met Thursday night and 
voted to close for the weekend, 
and about 200 stations in Ten­ 
nessee closed. 
Motorists in Memphis lined 
bumper to bumper at independ­ 


ent stations Friday as more 
than half the city’s major brand 
dealers locked their pumps. 
Lines were more than a block 
long at some stations, but there 
was plenty of gasoline in the 
area through the major compa­ 
ny outlets that remained open. 


In Massachusetts, 450 dealers 
voted at a special meeting held 
Thursday night in Lexington to 
c|pse if the government does 
not relax Phase 4 controls. 


“ If we close down, a lot of 
people will be walking,” said 
Albert Magnifico, a spokesman 
for the Greater Boston Gasoline 
Dealers. “ We’ll wait to see if 
the government will act next 
week on the procces. If they 
don't, we’ll plan a three-day 
boycott about a week later."

Flournoy 
Lists His 
Net Worth 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Con­ 
troller Houston I. Flournoy, 
who is expected to announce 
next week this candidacy for 
governor, has released a finan­ 
cial statement showing his per­ 
sonal worth at $62,200. 
Flournoy yesterday became 
the third contender for the gov­ 
ernorship in 1974 to release his 
personal worth in the past three 
days. 
He was preceded by Atty. 
Gen. Evelle J. Younger, a Re­ 
publican, who listed his worth 
at $141,367. and Democratic As­ 
sembly Speaker Bob Moretti, 
who said his net worth was 
$39,367 
The Republican controller’s 
largest asset, according to his 
statement, was $25,700 in Gen­ 
eral Foods Corp. stoc. The sec­ 
ond largest was the equity in 
his home totaling $23,000. 
Other assets were “ limited 
partnership” in Union Plaza 
Computer Center valued at 
$500; household furnishing and 
ppersonal property of $5,000; a 
savings account of $5,000; a 
1971 Toyota station wagon val­ 
ued at $2,500, and $500 in cash. 
Under trusts for his three 
children not listed in his person­ 
al worth, was $2,235 in Dodge 
Cox Mutual Fund stock and 
savings accounts 
Under liabilities. Flournoy 
listed $1,000 for contract ortho- 
donture work for his son David 
He also said his net worth in 
1967 prior to becoming control­ 
ler was $50,000; and pointed out 
the General Food stock was a 
parental gift, 
Flournoy’s office also re­ 
leased the controller's schedule 
for next week It listed a series 
of statewide news connerences 
set for Tuesday when he is 
expected to announce his candi­ 
dacy for the Republican nomi­ 
nation 


Currently, a maze of local 
and state agencies and the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
must approve nuclear plants.

Artist Emily Burns 
Is Fascinated By 
Drama Of Nature 


‘ When I’m inspired, I can paint as 
though nothing else exists.” says Emily 
Burns, brush in hand and standing before 
a canvas in her Greenbrae studio. 
‘“I love clouds, fog, wildflowers, grass­ 
es. rocks covered with lichen. I’m fasci­ 
nated with the sense of things growing, 
with the dram atic quality in nature,” 
At 27. Miss Bums is a full-time profes­ 
sional landscape artist with several fine 
shows behind her. Needless to say. her 
favorite sources of inspiration are the 
scenic spots of her native Marin County. 
Muir Woods, 
Mount Tamalpais, Fort 
Craniate, Point Reyes Peninsula, to name 
a few. provide Miss Bums with ideas for 
her paintings. 
“ I never paint outdoors. I only sketch. 
However, my contacts with nature are as 
much for emotional inspiration and medi­ 
tation as they are for sketching,” she 
explains. 


EMILY BURNS WAS bom and raised 
in Kentfield, where ber family goes back 
for five generations She began nursery 
school and first grade with the Domini­ 
can Sisters in San Rafael. 
After studying at Kentfield School, 
Redwood High School and College of 
Marin, she returned to Dominican to 
finish her last two years of college She 
majored in Spanish at College of Marin, 
but a design course turned her on to art. 
“ I was excited by the brilliant colors 
and sensuous quality of oil paints,” says 
Miss Bums 
Another influence was the work of 
Hans Hofmann. A master of abstract 
expressionism, Hofmann combined bril­ 
liant colors with bold strokes In addition 
to establishing schools in New York City 
and Provincetown, Hofmann taught at 
University of California at Berkeley for a 
short time, and willed much of his work 
to the University Art Museum 


EMILY BURNS BEGAN to paint seri­ 
ously at Dominican College, where she 
studied under the direction of Masatoyo 
Rishi, a sculptor and painter. She credits 
Kiski. now chairman of Dominican's art 
department, with teaching her ‘‘to free 
my mind of all distraction and to become 
totally involved with my work.” 
Miss Bums feels she also owes much to 
Alton Raible, illustrator of children's 
books and art instructor at College of 
Marin. 
indirectly, Miss Burns was influenced 
by her father, the late Archie Bums, who 
was a founder of Marin Society of Artists 
in 1927. Although her father died when 
she was 12, there has always been a 
strong interest in art at home radiating 
from Bums' intense involvement with the 
art society . In fact, Mr. and Mrs. Burns 
first met at a basement studio on Bank 
Street in San Anselmo where the Mann 
Society of Artists sponsored children's 
classes 


ON HER MOTHER’S side, Emily is the 
fifth generation of an old Kentfield fami­ 
ly, the Von Heydcnabers. One of the 
onginal couple arrived in California via 
covered wagon and the other came 
around the Horn. 
Miss Burns bas a studio set up in the 
basement of her condominium The light­ 
ing system produces simulated daylight 
as she frequently paints at night. 
How much (toes she paint? “ About 
eight to IO canvases a month,” the artist 
figures 
' But I’m only satisfied with 
about five to seven of those paintings.” 
She will only show one out of every 
three to five paintings she does, 
“ Art means struggling, it means mak 
mg mistakes,” she says. “ There are 
times when ifs terribly difficult for me to 
paint, times when I’m not happy with 
what I ve done " However, the occasions 
on which the creative muse so takes over 
that she can’t stop painting to eat or 


When Boxing Greats

Ring history was being made in San 
Rafael when the controversial sport of 
boxing was banned in many towns and 
cities across the nation. 
In the early years of this century world 
famous fighters such as Joe Gans. Willie 
Ritchie, Jimmy Clabby and Jimmy Britt 
were among the champions and contend­ 
ers who came to San Rafael to train at 
Shannon s Villa, a training camp located 
on a triangular shaped lot at the western 
end of Fourth Street. 
Beginning in 1906 Billy Shannon, a 
“quiet man who could be rough when he 
wanted to be,” operated his camp and 
built a “story and a half” house on “two 
or three acres” on Fourth Street, accord­ 
ing to William T. Oilman, an Oakland 
resident who spent his boyhood in San 
Rafael during the horse and buggy days 
of this century. 


SHANNON MOVED his fight camp 
from San Francisco’s South of Market 
after the earthquake and fire left that 
city a smoking ruin, Ortolan related 
Shannon, by then somewhere in his 40s, 
according to Ortman, had in his younger 
days reigned as amateur lightweight 
champion (rf the Pacific Coast, and after 
turning professional had been boxing 
instructor at the Los Angeles Athletic 
Club 
His Villa on Fourth Street — a combi­ 
nation camp and saloon — became a 
popular gathering spot for fighters and 
fans. 
By the time Shannon arrived in San 
Rafael boxing was emerging as a popular 
sport, especially in the1 San Francisco 
Bay Area which at the time was produc­ 
ing fighters still considered all-tim e 
greats. 


A FEW YEARS earlier bareknuckle 


fighting, as fought under the London 
P ru e Ring Rules, had been banned and 
outlawed in this country. 
As a result boxing matches were often 
regarded nefarious affairs, fought in 
isolated places — sometimes on floating 
barges — and witnessed by small clus­ 
ters of daring spectators. 
The only bouts “ tolerated” by police 
were matches where combatants fought 
under the Marquis of Queensberry Rules 
wearing gloves and fighting in three 
minute rounds with one-minute intervals 
The sport began to pickup in popularity 
in the 1880s after John L. Sullivan, 
bareknuckle cham pion of the world, 
toured the nation with theatrical troupes, 
giving three minute exhibitions (wearing 
gloves) and offering to pay from $100 to 
$500 to anyone he could not knockout in 
four rounds 


BUT IT DIDNT capture the imagma 
turn of the public until Sullivan was 
tinaily knocked out in 21 rounds in 1892 in 
New Orleans by James J. (Gentleman 
Jim) Corbett, a one-time San Francisco 
bank clerk who became the first heavy­ 
weight title-holder under the Queensberry 
Rules 
But even so, the sport continued to be 
outlawed in many places, even for a time 
in Corbett's native San Francisco. As a 
result, fighting moved across the county 
line to Daly City where California's 
pioneer promoter “Sunny Jim” Coffroth 
staged Sunday and holiday matches. 
Boxers fighting for Coffroth trained for

long periods in camps like Shannon's in 
San Rafael, Croll’s Garden in Alameda. 
Joe Millet's in Colma and the Cliff House 
in San Francisco, according to the San 
Francisco Exam iner’s veteran boxing 
writer Eddie Muller. 


ACCORDING TO an article by Muller 
in a collection of his prize-winning stories 
entitled “ Boxing Gems”* 
“ Billy Shannon’s in San Rafael was 
another spot where the elite of the ring 
world sweated and labored long hours in 
preparation for major fights. Fighters 
from all over the world sometime or 
other made Shannon's their headquar­ 
ters. It was like being miles away from 
the hustle and bustle of city life. No 
bridges, few if any paved roads led to 
Shannon’s . .’’ 


On Sundays and holidays when fans 
weren’t trooping to Daly City for a 
Coffroth match, they were arriving by 
the trainload “at the West End Station," 
and, resembling a “ parade,” marched 
down the street to Shannon's, Ortman 
remembers. 
Once inside the Villa’s gymnasium they 
crowded around the ring, placing wagers 
on great fighters like lightweight champi­ 
ons of the world Joe Gans and Willie 
Ritchie, who in 1912 at 21 became the 
youngest fighter to hold a title 


OTHER FANS buddled in the saloon, 
undoubtedly talking with Shannon about 
fights and fighters, before embarking on 
the 6 p. rn south bound train.

Although fans enjoyed refreshments 
and conviviality of the barroom, the 
fighters “ who were in training to go 
great distances,” sometimes 45 rounds, 
never touched a drop, Ortman said 
Shannon's also had extra rooms, he 
added, where parties spent evenings — 
dancing and playing the piano 
San Rafael was a “warm and wonder 
fill place to train,” recalls the 82-year-old 
Willie Ritchie, who now using Ids legal 
name, Geary Steffen, resides in Millbrae 


RITCHIE REMEMBERS training at 
Shannon's several times — including the 
weeks before his title bout with Ad 
Wolgast in Daly City in 1912 
In stays running from a week to IO 
days he recalls getting up early for 
breakfasts prepared by Shannon’s wife. 
Ella (or Lena) followed by eight mile runs 
out to San Anselmo and back over the 
hills into town 


After a light lunch he went to the 
indoor gymnasium for two-hour workouts 
with sparring partners or at the punching 
bags. 
It could have been here, while he was 
still a teen-aged hopeful, that he watched 
and studied the “ scientific style” of the 
great Joe Gans, boxing s “old m aster,” 
remembered by Ritchie as a “ very gen 
tie, very kind” man 


GANS, A BLACK boxing pioneer, was 
born rn either Baltimore or Philadelphia 
in 1874 
In 1901, nine years after the great 
Corbett-SuUivan fight, when Gans was 27 
years old, he became the lightweight 
champion of the world by knocking out 
Frank Erne in 45 seconds in one round 
Gans is remembered by Ortman as a 
“ likable chap who used to play football in

sleep arc the highs which make any 
disappointments worth bearing. 


•'WHEN I FEEL exhausted, totally 
drained, then I feel satisfied that I ve 
accomplished something," she says. 
Stretching and preparing her own can­ 
vases is an important part of the overall 
process of painting according to artist 
Burns. “ It is a kind of mystic readying of 
oneself for the creative act.” 
She buys pre cut stretcher bars and 
raw canvas by the roll. Once the stretch­ 
er bars are assembled and the canvas 
stapled to them, the sizing process with 
rabbit-skin glue begins. The glue is a 
syrupy substance made from real rabbit 
skin (in the consistency of brown sugar) 
and water, and smells, as Miss Burns 
puts it, “like a wet dog.” 
When warm, the glue is brushed or 
sponged onto the raw, stretched canvas 
and allowed to dry overnight. The glue 
makes the canvas taut and gives its 
surface a smooth quality. Emily Burns 
explains that she likes “the fabric quality 
of canvas, but any nubbiness interferes 
with my painting.” 


THE SECOND STEP in the preparation 
of the canvas is the Gesso (marble dust 
mixed with water) application. Two coats 
of it are brushed or sponged over the 
rabbit-skm glue. Gesso seals the canvas 
and protectes it from aging. Oil paints 
applied directly to the canvas would rot 
the fabric. 
Artist Burns paints directly on the

This has 
left yohng Marinites too often spoiled and “prone to rebelliousness 
when they don’t get what they want.”

Marin is an affluent county whose 
youths have many material possessions, 
a lot of free time and too often parents 
who “are too busy making a buck” to 
tend to the needs of their children. 
That is the conclusion reached by Jack 
L. Blaine of Greenbrae after six years as 
Marin’s juvenile court referee. 


Since he took the job on a volunteer 
basis in 1967, it has been the soft-spoken 
Blaine's job to sit in judgment on what he 
calls “the whole gamut of juvenile prob­ 
lems” — crimes, broken homes, runa­ 
ways. adoptions. 
The 61-year-old Blaine, a former ath­ 
lete and lawyer with his own successful 
private practice, loves his work despite 
the heartbreaks he sometimes encoun­ 
ters. 


WHAT TROUBLES him most is the all- 
too-frequent case of child rejection that 
comes before him. 
“ I see some parents come into court 
and say, ‘I don’t want to have anything 
more to do with this child,’ and there’s a 
14-year-old girl sitting across from them 
with tears in her eyes. And they wonder 
why she runs away from home.” 
Parents often bring on the behavior 
which lands their child in trouble with 
juvenile authorities, said Blaine, citing 
these examples: 
A white girl dating a black boy feels 
the disapproval of her parents but 
purposely continues to see him and 
even becomes pregnant by him to spite 
her parents. 
And a young man delights in letting 
his hair grow longer and longer be­ 
cause his folks so obviously disapprove. 


BLAINE, HIMSELF the father of two 
boys now grown, said he realized long 
ago there s nothing wrong with long hair. 
"Once when I was on my son about his 
hair, he told me, ‘But dad, I’m still the 
same David underneath.’ It made me 
stop and think. I ve never had a hangup 
about long hair since." 
W lien the subject of hair is brought up 
in juvenile court, Blaine said, he often 
repeats that line to parents and tells 
them, “ The style of hair your child wears 
doesn t indicate what kind of a person he 
is.” 
Raising his children gave him many 
insights he uses in dealing with young 
problems, and especially those of adopted 
children. 


BLAINE. HUO adopted one of his boys, 
said that “learning how to deal with the 
problems of an adopted child has helped 
me a great deal in dealing with adoption 
cases.”

together,” Blaine believes. 
Many such children go through a phase 
during their adolescence when they seek 
their real parents. His son did. Blaine 
said. 


"But it’s much better if they don’t 
know. It serves no useful purpose,” he 
said “I often go out to juvenile hall on 
weekends to try to discourage adopted 
children from trying to find their real 
parents.” 


BLAINE BRINGS an extensive legal 
background to his job. 
He was graduated from the University 
of California at Berkeley and attended 
San Francisco Law School, from which 
he received his law degree in 1934. 
Blaine went right into private law 
practice in San Francisco at the age of 
21, and four years later was named 
assistant district attorney in San Francis­ 
co. 
With the outbreak of World War II, 
Blaine joined the Army and for two years 
was in the infantry. In 1943 he married 
the former Marian Lucille Brown of St. 
Paul, Minn. 
Then in 1944 the young attorney was 
named to the Judge Advocate General’s 
Office of the Army as a commissioned 
officer, and for two years he reviewed 
the results of courts-martial to make sure 
they were conducted properly. 


HE LEFT THE Army in 1946 as a 
major and resumed his pnvate practice 
in San Francisco for 21 years. 
It was in 1967 that Blaine volunteered 
his time to handle juvenile court cases 
one day a week. But the workload grew, 
and in 1970 he had to “retire” from his 
law practice in order to continue the 
juvenile court work. 
Soon. Blaine said, he was working five 
days a week and finally was appointed 
full-time to juvenile matters by Judge 
Joseph G. Wilson of Marin Superior 
Court. 
A special law last year named Blaine a 
superior court commissioner as well as 
juvenile court referee and enabled him to 
handle any superior court matter as a 
judge pro-tem. 


FROM HIS SEAT on the juvenile court 
bench, Blaine is in a unique position to 
view Marin’s juvenile problem. 
“ Most of the children in Marin have 
more privileges and more material 
things than other Bay Area children,” he 
said. 
For too many of them, this means they 
are spoiled and “more prone to rebel­ 
liousness when they don’t get what they 
want.” 
The biggest single cause of juvenile 
delinquency, Blame believes, is the fail­ 
ure of parents and schools to compel 


attendance at school every day, at least 
until the age of 16. 
"There are too many dropouts,” he 
said, adding that part of the problem is a 
dull program at learning institutions. 


“SOME OF THE things in the curricu­ 
lum don’t belong there. The schools must 
alter their programs to meet the needs of 
society. Everyone can’t be a doctor, 
lawyer, dentist or professional man. The 
school system must provide vocational1 
graining for those who don’t want to be a 


professional.” 
Blaine said he believes another way to 
cut delinquency would be through a 
unification of all the organizations trying 
to divert youths before they get into 
trouble. 
“Big Brothers, boys clubs and fraternal 
organizations are good but they need to 
get together to be really effective,” he 
said. 
And finally, parents need to devote 
more time to their children. “I hear of 
boys playing Little League baseball for 
years and their parents have never seen 
them play,” he said. 


“THIS TYPE OF neglect and desertion 
comes about because everyone (in Marin) 
is too busy trying to make a buck.” 
Blaine said he is alarmed by a trend he 
sees among youths who are using alcohol 
more and drugs less. 
Not that drugs are good, said the 
referee, but alcohol la worse. “It leads to 
traffic accidents, assaults and other 
things. 
I’m alarmed by the lack of 
tolerance many juveniles have for alco­ 
hol ” 
One of Blaine's most powerful tools in 
returning a young person to a law­ 
abiding life is therapy, and he doesn't 
hesitate to use it. 


"I CAN ORDER children to therapy 
and suggest their families go, too. The 
therapists at juvenile hall have been 
highly successful in opening new lines of 
communication between young people 
and their parents,” Blaine said. 
Instead of sweeping problems under 
the rug, as many families are prone to 
do, therapy brings them out where they 
can be dealt with. 
No one person in a family can claim 
total responsibility for a child’s delin­ 
quency, Blaine said. “ Everyone contrib­ 
utes to a problem. All play a part in it.” 
Even though many of the youths Blaine 
sees come before him again and again. 
he said he remains undiscouraged. 


“I can see their aggressiveness and 
improper behavior diminishing as time 
goes on,” he said. 
And finally, if everything fits together, 
the offender will be rehabilitated, the 
ultimate goal of the juvenile justice 
system headed in Marin by Jack Blame. 
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ATTORNEY Jack L. Blain* began handling 
juvenile court cases for Marin County in 
1967 
on 
a 
one-doy-a-week 
volunteer 
basis, and his workload soon grew to the 
point 
where he 
hod to abandon his 
foundling law practice. Finally he was 
appointed Marin's official full-time juvenile

designated a superior court commissioner 
or judge pro-tem as well. He is a Marmite 
who gets a firsthand view of the county's 
juvenile problems. And who has some very 
strong ideas as to their cause, cmd what 
might be done about them.

Continued from Page >11 
canvas from a pencil sketch. She does the 
sky first, using a large housepainter’s 


brush to blend colors over and over for 
an atmospheric effect. The rest of the 
composition is indicated with a thin wash 


of color; heavier colors then are laid 
down to begin developing the picture. 
Miss Bums uses many instruments to 
apply the oils, depending on the effects 
she wants. Bocks and bams are done 
with a painting knife. 
For grasses and flowers, she loads a 
brush with paint of a whipcream consist­ 
ency and applies several layers of differ­ 
ent colors. This results in a three-dimen­ 
sional look. Other instruments she uses 
include pastry and ceramic tools, rags, 
twigs and even leaves (for a stippling 
effect). 


MISS BURNS ALSO frames her own 
work, feeling this to be “ the finishing 
touch to the creative act.” 
Working with strips of pre-finsihed 
wood up to IO feet long, she cuts the 
framing to size, mitring and joining the 
comers with glue and nails. The hardest 
part is measuring exactly and making 
perfect corners. Her favorite framing is 
gold or silver leaf, 
How did she get started painting land 
scapes? 
Under Rishi, Miss Bums experimented 
with non-objective painting Her director 
taught her to “ paint large." And paint 
large she does — on canvases three and 
four feet wide. She loves atmosphenc 
skies and many of her paintings show 
delicate cloud patterns 
Her first landscape painting was the 
view looking west from Golden Gate 
Bridge toward Point Bonita on Fort 
Cronkite. She had frequently admired the 
scene as she commuted from San Fran 
cisco to Marin County, and one day 
decided to paint it. 


Bums’ canvases are full of vast skies, 
windblown grasses dotted with bright 
wildflowers and battered old bams and 
houses. One can almost smell the salt air 
and feel the cool breezes of the Pacific. 


TMK ARTIST has done some striking 
paintings of animals, but she prefers 
landscapes. However, her dream is to go 
to Africa and do a series of paintings of 
animals in their native habitat. 
Since Miss Bums supports herself en­ 
tirely on ber painting, the question of 
selling is a delicate one She considers 
herself “ terrible at business” and prefers 
to leave the details of monetary recom­ 
pense to agents and galleries 


My work is too personal for me to tx 
able to talk about it objectively," she 
says. ‘'Furthermore the creative process 
is so separate from the commercial 
process When you’re painting, you must 
simply do the best you are capable of 
without thinking whether it’s salable or 
not." 


Dunng the first year after graduation 
from Dominican, Emily began painting 
and showing professionally. Her first 
break came when she was able to hang 
some of tor work in an annual exhibit of 
the Marin Society of Artists. She was 
then invited to show her paintings in the 
Arlene Lind Gallery on Jackson Street in 
San Francisco 


SHE NOW EXHIBITS her paintings in 
the Shorebirds Gallery rn Tiburon, in 
Doug Scott’s Office Gallery on First 
Street in San Francisco, and in the 
Zantman Galleries in Carmel, Miss 
Bums is particularly proud to be invited 
to show in the latter gallery, as it 
specializes in contemporary masters 


Her paintings have also been exhibited 
rn the Society of Western Artists Annuals 
at De Young Museum in San Francisco, 
the Fine Arts Gallery of San Diego and

a vacant lot with us kids.'’ and. accord­ 
ing to the “ Encyclopedia Britannica.'’ 
Gans was ‘perhaps the cleverest boxer, 
pound for pound, in professional annals." 


Another account in the “ Pictorial His­ 
tory of American Sports” found by the 
staff at the San Rafael Public Library 
says: 


“WHEN JEFFRIES (James J., heavy­ 
weight champion from 1899 to 1905) was 
at his zenith, one of the greatest little 
men the ring has even seen appeared in 
the person of Joe Gans, a Baltimore 
Negro, 


“Gans was such a great boxer and 
hitter that be was hailed as the old 
master by his contemporaries. He was so 
good that to get fights he sometimes had 
to agree to lose and even as lightweight 
champion to take the short end of the 
purse " 
In 1906. about the same time Shannon 
was moving his training camp to San 
Rafael, fight promoter George L. (Tex) 
Rickard made his debut into the boxing 


Nelson, who “could absorb punish­ 
ment 
and “ used an awkward style” , 
according to Ritchie, (not scientific like 
Gans) knocked Gans out in the 17 rounds 
in San Francisco on July 4, 1908, to 
become lightweight champion 
Gans, who had to struggle to keep his 
weight at the 133-pound limit, died of 
tuberculosis in 1910 at the age of 35. 
That year Ad Wolgast took the light­ 
weight title from Nelson and two years 
later on Thanksgiving Day, 1912, the 
young Willie Ritchie, whose idol had been 
Joe Gans, defeated Wolgast to become 
the world's lightweight champion. 


SOON AFTERWARDS he declared he 
would defend his title at 135 pounds 
instead of 133 and succeeded in having 
the weight limit increased 
Ritchie remained in the ring for more 
than 20 years fighting 71 bouts, winning 
his last three at the age of 37. He was 
chief inspector for the California Boxing 
Commission from 1937 until his retire­ 
ment at 70 in 1962 
Speaking of the sport that made him 
famous, he says today that boxing “ is

DI RING THE NEXT eight years, until 
becoming legal in 1922. bouts were limit­ 
ed to four-round am ateur matches. 
The saloon may have stayed in opera­ 
tion until prohibition closed up barrooms 
across the nation after the ratification of 
the 18th Amendment in 1919 


BO XING HISTORY was in the making at Billy Shannon's Villa, pictured above, during the golden 
age of boxing in the early years of this century A few years ago, Dr. W. Scott Pollard of Ross, a 
Marin County history buff who knew Shannon 40 years ago, found a collection of rare photographs 
taken at the Son Rafael training camp some 60 years ago. Part of Dr. Pollard's collection is 
reproduced within these pages. Billy Shannon, fourth from right, is flanked by fighters and fans of 
the day. 


Long after the training camp and 
saloon shut their doors, Billy and Lena 
Shannon were a well known couple in San 
Rafael’s West End. In later years Shan 
non rented out houses they owned in that 
neighborhood 
Dr W Scott Polland of Ross, a Marin 
County history buff, remembers having 
Shannon as a patient in 1933. Years later 
Dr. Polland purchased from a San Geron­ 
imo antique dealer a collection of photo­ 
graphs taken at Shannon's Villa during 
the golden years of boxing 


PART OF Dr. Holland's rare collection 
is reproduced within these pages. 
Billy Shannon's Villa may be a fading 
memory to old-timers but the names of 
the great Joe Gans and Willie Ritchie will 
live on in Boxing's Hall of Fame. 


PORTRAITS O f fighters lined the walls of Shannon's saloon on Fourth Street where for mony yeors 
fans “bellied up to the bor'' to talk fights Ord fighters with the proprietor who tended bur while 
fighters worked out in the adjoining gymnasium. The Villa also provided quarters for fighters and 
their trainers, and extra rooms where private parties could dance and play the piono in the evening, 
according to W illiam T. Ort mon of Oakland who knew Shannon and his camp as a boy some 60 
years ogo. 
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A HI FTY SH A N N O N , right rear, shows that he could still spar as a group of young fighters square 
off in the foreground. The boxers are wearing the gloves introduced into the sport under the 
Marquis o( Queenbsberry Rules that helped make boxing popular rn this country after the ''G reat" 
John I 
Sullivan, bareknuckle champion of the world, incorporated the rules and gloves into a 
theatrical o d he brought across the continent in the 1880s. 


SAN RAFAEL'S West tad was considered "country" and the "outskirts" of town when Billy Shanr 
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THE FRONT WHEEL of a rare horseless carriage noses up against the side of the hitching rail and 
watertrough in front of Shannon's training camp as the proprietor, standing beneath the family 
entrance archway, and a group of young fighters and their followers take a break. When this 
picture was taken, around 1910, the horse was still the main means of transportation in San Rafael. 
Note the sign on the corner of the building advertising steam beer made by the San Rafael Brewery 
that went out of business a few years after this photograph was .taken. 
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A TOURING CAR of gay young blades pauses in front of Billy Shannon's West End 
training camp. On Sundays swarms of fans converged at the camp from all points to 
watch and wager on the fighters working out in the indoor gymnasium. The weekends in 
Marin were as much a social as a sports occasion for the out-of-town visitors, glad to 
escape the hustle of the city for the relaxation of the still very rural San Rafael. Fighters 
mixed freely with prominent citizens who were followers of the sport of fisticuffs, even 
though it was a subject of much controversy at the time. Willie Ritchie, still living in the 
Bay Area, is one boxing great with still vivid memories of the place and time. 


“ Billy Shannon's in San Rafael was a spot where the elite 
of the ring world sweated and labored long hours in 
preparation for major fights. Fighters from all over the 
world sometime or other made Shannon's their headquar­ 
ters. It was like being miles away from the hustle and 
bustle of city life . . ." Eddie Muller in “ Boxing Gems.” 


RING IMMORTAL Joe Gans, holding his hat in his hands, center, along with Billy Shannon, Mrs. 
Shannon and her sister, top step, and four unidentified cronies, posed for this photograph more 
than 60 years ago on the stoop of the Shannon home, next to the training camp, on the western 
end of Son Rafoel's Fourth Street. Gans. who held the lightweight tile from 1901 to 1908, trained 
in Son Rafael and often played sandlot football with neighborhood youngsters before his death a1 
35 from tuberculosis in 1910. 


IN HIS DAY, Billy Shannon, "considered one of the cleverest 
boxers on the coast," won the amateur lightweight champion­ 
ship of the Pacific Coast. Best known as an amateur he later 
turned professional to win the reputation of a "fair fighter " At 
one time he was boxing instructor at the Las Angeles Athletic 
Club where he 
"developed numerous good boxers." After 
giving up the ring he opened training quarters and his Son 
Rafael camp became the leading training center in this section 
of the country. Shannon never lost his love for the sport of 
fisticuffs 


IT LOOKS LIKE this unidentified young fighter from Shannon's 
training comp opted for a bicycle to do his daily roadwork. 
Every morning after o light breakfast the fighters were o 
familiar sight to early day 
San Rafoelites heading down the 
old highway to San Anselmo. Former lightweight champion of 
the world Willie Ritchie remembers running eight miles daily 
through the Marin countryside before returning to comp for 
lunch. And despite the proximity of the bar. fighters in training 
abstained from drinking Boxing was a serious business for its 
practitioners. 


AT THE TIME this photograph was taken of Billy Shannons Villa barroom, patriotic bunting 
decorated the traditional bur mirror. But such occasions when the bar was devoid of patrons were 
rare. It was the popular gathering spot for the sporting crowd, local and from out of town, who 
liked to gather there to discuss athletics, and boxing in particular Many a wager was laid there on 
the outcome of a match And mony cm argument raged as to who was the better fighter — an old 
champion or a new sensation 


A REFEREE, foreground, holding his stopwatch and lifting his left arm, is probably 
yelling "time", as two of Billy Shannon's fighters rn street clothing wind up a round of 
sparring in the open air. Before the acceptance of the Marquis of Queensberry Rules 
that limited rounds to three minutes at one minute intervals, fighters fought until one or 
both fell or feigned falling to goin a respite The advent of the new rules helped the 
sport to regain a measure of respectability and public interest that it hod lost for a 
time And once again, boxing champions became great heroes with the American public. 
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BILLY SHANNON, who bore a curious 
facial resemblance to today's television 
personality Merv Griffin, moved his train­ 
ing camp for fighters to San Rafael from 
San Francisco's South of Market District 
following the 1906 earthquake and fire. 
For years his Fourth Street "Villa" attract­ 
ed 
the 
world's champion boxers and 
young fight hopefuls while his adjoining 
saloon became the favorite gathering spot 
for

Spanish Coast Bargain Land 


SUNSHINE IS CHEAP and plentiful along Spain's south coast, and a principal reason the Costa del 
Sol has become a popular gathering place for wintering tourists. It is also a fast developing resort 
area that has done damage to its once unspoiled ecology and culture. But there are still pockets of 
unexploited, economical places for "getting away from it all."

COSTA DEL SOL. Spain — In 1955 this 
85-mile coastal stretch consisted of a 
handful of houses and an old dirt road. 
Now it’s high rise after high rise super­ 
imposed on a super four-lane highway. 
In 1955 a single butcher served the 
entire area; there was just enouh mon-

Answer: Bicycling 
That’s right. Last year better than 
S.500.000 bikes were sold, a record high. 
/And 1973 sales figures are running 20 per 
cent ahead of last year. In fact, bicycles 
will outseU automobiles this year 
It makes good sense to take certain 
precautions when one goes bicycling on 
an extended trip. perhaps miles away 
from home rn a relative wilderness The 
cyclist should be prepared for all situa­ 
tions. such as equipment breakdown, 
personal 
injuries, 
sudden 
weather 
changes and always . . . the unexpected. 
A well-maintained bike is the first rule, 
along with a healthy respect for the rules 
of the road. A good tool kit comes next, 
including tire repair materials and a 
flashlight (check those batteries before 
darting out.) 
Ifs silly to have a first aid kit for your 
bike and not have one for yourself and 
others 
Include in it band aids and 
bandages, an antiseptic lotion, salt tab­ 
lets, water purification tablets, sun tan 


ey for meat. 
Now you can get an 
American hamburger or hot dog. French 
filet mignon, or even Peking duck at any 
of IO dozen fine restaurants. 
In 1955 this strip along the sea was the 
poorest part of Spam, barren and almost 
abandoned behind the Sierra Nevadas, 
There was little communication with the 


lotion and a bar of antibacterial soap in 
case a fall results in minor cuts, 
scratches or abrasions. /Always soap a

Commonsense should always prevail. 
Although bicycling can be a relatively 
non-strenuous sport, don’t make that first 
trip a long one Work up to it gradually 
Fatigue is a major contributor to acci

Finally, bicycles are also popular with 
thieves. Make sure you have a good lock

The 85- 
nule ribbon that wraps Spain’s southern­ 
most exposure is a developer’s dream 
and a travel promoter’s ideal package In 
the beginning the basics were unbeata­ 
ble: 


Miles and miles of sandy promenades 
soaked by the Mediterranean Sea and 
sun 


Vast stretches of open space so green. 
so cheap, and spiced with the flavor of 
native Spain as a seasoning 
Residents eager to bring money and 
progress to a poverty-stricken area 
And. most importantly, a year-round 
sun season. 
The main ingredients are still there 
It s just that they’re a little overdone 
now 


BLT BECAUSE of its overplay, the 
Costa del Sol is hardly the vogue new 
place that “draws awes” when you drop 
its name. Nevertheless, there are still a 
number of good reasons for soaking up 
the Sun Coast 


The cost of living in even the posh 
hotels and eating at the fanciest restau 
rants is incomparably low next to Spain's 
high-cost neighbors. In fact. Spain is the 
only place in Western Europe where the 
American can still get a deal for his 
dollar, which in most places has lost up 
to one-third of its 1971 value. 
In addition, the competition between 
hotels has created a price war over the 
past year, and it looks like hotels will 
continue to battle as construction contin­ 
ues to break records. This is to the 
tourist’s benefit since it brings cost to 
their barest base and fringe benefits to 
their height as hotels struggle to fill all 
those high rise rooms 


FIRST-CLASS accommodations — of­ 
ten meaning an apartment or pension 
arrangement — will usually go no higher 
than $8 to $10 during the slow October to 
mid March season, $12 to $14 during the 
mid March to June middle season, and 


$16 to $20 during the high June to mid- 
September season 


Since most Americans prefer to seek 
out sunny climates during the winter 
months, this rate scale allows them to 
take advantage of the slower, less crowd 
od season, and at the same time get the 
lowest rates.

Marcus Bach Expounds Upon 
Religion's 'Second Blessing'

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THE INNER ECSTASY by Marcus 
Bach; Abingdon, 199 pages, paper­ 
back, $1.95.

Marcus Bach writes with the authority 
of insight and experience on the oft- 
controversial (among contemporary 
Christiandom) “Baptism of the Holy Spir­ 
it,” and the accompanying phenomenon 
of speaking in tongues. 
Bach traces the movements of religion 
in America through and from the vantage 
point of experiences in the depression 
years, through the movement of the 
underground church, civil rights, the 
drug culture, and trends toward spiritual­ 
ism and the occult. He appears to be 
ahead of the majority of religionists and 
writers in discerning movements in reli­ 
gion, such as the trend toward eastern 
religions and the current charismatic 
movement in the United States. 
Bach grew up in a “traditional” Lu­ 
theran background and as a young man 
of college age became involved in the 
Pentecostal movement. His experiences 
with the Pentecostal provide a ground­ 
work and frame for “The Inner Ecsta­ 
sy." He describes his personal “filling” 
of/from/by the “Holy Spirit" as an expe­ 
rience of ecstasy and one that changed

American railroads touted as new, 
exciting and the ultimate in passenger 
accommodations the "domeliner" cars 
they introduced following World War II 
last gasp, as it proved, of the rail­ 
roads effort to attract passenger traffic 
As Patrick C. Dorin points out in “The 
Domeliners, a Pictorial History of the 
Penthouse Trams,” actually this design 
was an extension throughout coach and 
sleeper cars of the observation car which 
had been a standard unit of passenger 
trains since the 1890s. But it was a real 
improvement, giving train travelers 
v icws of the scenery which have never 
been equalled by any other type of 
transportation 
The first of these was the “Vista 
Dome 
car developed by General Motors 
for its “Train of Tomorrow'' in 1946. This 
became the first "dome" train in regular 
service when it was purchased by the 
Union Pacific in 1950 for its “City of 
Portland" service 
This and other domed trains are de­ 
scribed and extensively pictured in “The 
Domeliners, 
another of Superior Pub­ 
lishing Co \ long list of railroad picture 
books 


his life. The “second blessing” (a second 
experience said by some Christians to 
come after the initial experience of 
salvation) is evidenced by speaking in 
tongues, according to Bach. 


Bach, who holds the doctor of philoso­ 
phy degree from the University of Iowa 
and is a former professor of religion for 
the university, describes the day he 
spoke in tongues for the first time. The 
writing here becomes almost exaggerat­ 
ed, and one wonders how Bach could 
remember exact details and thoughts 
that occurred over 40 years ago. Still, the 
event is described by the author as 
having a profound influence on his life 
Having described the event as one 
ecstasy and great emotion, Bach hastens 
to explain that it is impossible for anyone 
not experiencing the “Baptism” to under 
stand what happened to him. or to 
necessarily be able to discern his experi 
ence as a valid spiritual experience 
Bach’s sojourn through the realm of 
religious experience and research actual 
ly begins when he finally comes to 
question what he sees as human limita 
tions, biases, and inadequate definition.- 
placed on the charismatic experience. 
His explorations into various religious 
movements, organizations, sects and 
cults, including the drug scene, the char­ 
ismatic movement, eastern religions, and 
others, causes him to question the necess­ 
ity of tongues (utterances in languages 
not known or understood by the speaker) 
and/or the “Baptism” (not by water, but 
by the “Holy Spirit”) for being or bet orn 
mg an effective “witness” for God 
Bach says, “ It is a question I not only 
wanted to answer, I had to answer it 
What did I think? I, who had spoken in 
tongues, who had taken at least the 
lowliest of the hallucinogenic sacra 
ments, peyote, who sat in meditation in 
some 40 Christian and non-Christian med 
itation groups around the world? 
“Was the Baptism a sign of chariMn of 
hysteria, of Spirit or self of God or 
man'’ 
I never quite knew where to 
draw the line 
He continues, “What I believed would 
please neither the advocates nor the 
opponents of the Baptism 
Obviously. 
I believed in the Baptism and its chans 
matie gifts 
I looked upon it a- a 
necessary step in recognizing the pre-. 
once of God in a special way 
I had 
seen it change people and free people and 
heal people. But I had also seen this 
same impressive change and relea-e and 
healing in people who never had tho 
Baptism, never looked for it, and never 
gave it a thought 
Bch says, “There is a spirit and it is 
Holy. I believe it is a power, a presence. 
a persona <not a person*, a pneuma, a 
numinous." 
Bach's relating of his pentecostal expo 
rience and personal “ Baptism” seems to 
be almost superficial, but there is finally 
a realization that he is using terminology 


and expression used easily in the circles 
of Christianity with which he was identi 
fied at the time. This appears to be done 
on purpose, for a flavor of realism, or 
perhaps he feels a nostalgic kinship to 
the Pentecostal life style 


The author has since endorsed “Uni­ 
ty,” according to Rev. Candida Wright, 
minister of Unity in Marin Church. The 
church will sponsor a one-day seminar in 
Alexander Hall at San Francisco Theo­ 
logical Seminary, San Anselmo, on Satur­ 
day, Sept. 29, 1973, with Bach as principal 
speaker. 
Topic for the seminar will be “Total 
Health of the Total Person ” 
Bach, founder of the Fellowship for 
Spiritual Understanding at Palos Verdes 
Estates in Southern California, will be 
featured also at ll a.m. on Sept. 30. 1973 
during a devotional time in Alexander 
Hall at the seminary'. 
Whatever your religious persuasion, 
“The Inner Ecstasy” is recommended for 
easy-to-read-and-understand reading. 
The phenomenon of tongues is not fully 
explained in terms of the many theories 
and disagreements on what it is. Rather. 
Bach chooses to use his printed platform 
to issue a plea for tolerance and openness 
in interpreting and accepting the validity 
of another individual’s religious experi­ 
ence Bach refuses to put God in a little 
bag and say, “That's all there is.”

The title of Paul Bailey's “ Polygamy 
wa? Better Than Monotony ’ is a put-on 
The book itself is a warm, human story 
of crowing up in a Mormon family in 
Utah, strongly influenced by a grandfath 
cr who served a term rn prison for illegal 
cohabitation but never gave up either of 
bis two wives 
The devotion of such men as Grand­ 
father Forbes to “the Principle” may bt* 
hard for non Mormon readers to under­ 
hand 
but it was deep and genuine 
enough, as this grandson of a polygamist 
is aware 
Bailey takes his Mormon doctrine with 
a few grains of salt. but with little 
rancor 
His story of his boyhood and 
vouth is one of both protest and accept­ 
ance

“ A lot of my life is a prison,” John 
Robben begins this remarkable book 
i ’m imprisoned whenever I'm hanging 
on to the past, or whenever I’m fearing 
or laying expectations on the future. I'm 
in prison whenever I'm not letting others 
know where I am. or whenever I’m 
blaming them for where I am, or when­ 
ever Pm avoiding my own feelings, or 
behaving differently than I really want 
to; or whenever I'm feeling compelled to 
prove myself, or defending beliefs I've 
never actually examined on my own ” 
What Robben has described, of course. 
is the very kind of life most of us lead. 
To some it constitutes fulfillment or 
security, and is not to be rejected or 
discounted But to a growing number, it 


represents compromise and excessive 
materialism There is a search for some 
thing different and better that has taken 
many directions 
John Robben's own 
break with the past 
his “coming to my 
senses” — is one of the most interesting 
and most promising of these forays along 
new paths seeking new discoveries He 
describes it in his book with unusual 
specificity and personal revelation 
Robben emphasizes a kind of intense 
self-study and analysis He can. he says 
“discover the hidden 
buried me I am 
convinced exists” only if "I can escape 
and cut loose the restraints that bind me 
and prevent me from discovering my 
real self 
It involves, he believes, the questlornng 
and testing of all the old patterns im 
posed upon the indiv (dual by society 
tradition, parents, family, job neighbors 
government and self

Those who sneer at the Gothic suspense 
genre as trite are guilty of a snobbish 
prejudice that could be corrected by a 
fair hearing for such writers as Mann s 
>wn 
Mary Craig 
The best of these 
writers are skillful depicters of atmos­ 
phere. geography and human nature, and 
it is small wonder that publishers contin 
ue to issue the novels by the dozens for a 
loyal and reliable market. 
Corte Madera's Mary Craig, who also 
writes as Mary Frances Shura and who 
reviews books for Marin Living, is espe­ 
cially gifted at creating a mood and 
place, at weaving a complex plot and at 
mounting tension and excitement, as she 
demonstrates in this, her latest, Gothic 
tale, 
In Boston, young Lorelei Wells discov­ 
ers upon her scholarly father’s death that 
there is a mystery in his past For one 
thing, his real name, it seems, was not 
Wells at all 
And why was it that he 
never spoke of her long dead mother’s 
family background* 
Her search for her own roots takes 
Miss Wells west to an isolated ranch on 
California s Mendocino coast, and in 
wolves her with a strange, strife-torn 
lamily that may, or may not. be her kin 
The main difficulty for the reader is 
keeping straight the very complicated 
(anniv tree with its many namesakes, but 
•’ 
, essential to the plot, And. as with 
many of these stories, one must accept 
• cert a ut naivete from the heroine 


But Mary’ Craig has written an enter 
taming novel, richly descriptive of its 
nettings, and building in its suspense and 
mystery to a smash ending filled with 
action 


It I- he acknowledges, a course that 
leaves its practitioner open to the accuse 
lion of selfishness as he pursues his own 
wav 
ignoring society's standards 
But 
Robben argues that until the individual 
truly understands and controls himself. 
he i* of little real value to society or his 
fellow man 


Such self-discovery need not. rn fact is 
nest not accomplished alone Its explorer 
needs others as h* sounding board, to 
listen to and to discuss with him his 
ideas 
And he. in turn, should accord 
them the same courtesy. But it should be 
a free 
open exchange, 
with neither 
insisting upon imposing his own ideas 
upon the others 


Robben s search for such fellow adven­ 
turers has led him to a religious “com 
munity" of Catholics following the new 
folk 
rites and pulled together by a 
common desire for new ways of seeing 
and doing old things 


Robben admits that he does not always 
practice hi' own theories —that he often 
backslides and falls victim to orthodoxy 
and to external pressures 


But he persists in trying, and he feels 
that, more and more, he is being true to 
his linier self and responding to its needs 


one has serious questions about what 
kind of a society we might have if 
everyone lived the kind of life style John 
Robben feels is best for him But then. 
there is little danger that everyone, or 
even most of us, would adopt his part leu 
lar pattern Certainly Robben does not 
prosletyze, 
He urges only that each 
person make the effort to determine the* 
kind of life style and ethics that satisfy 
his personal yearnings, and that to not 
cop out to the system and surrender 
himself to the imprisonment of condi­ 
tioned habits and society’s expectations 
— unless that be his “thing.” 


One suspects that John Robben has 
written a book that will be of long lasting 
importance, much read and leaving its 
imprint upon an American population 
seething with unrest ami frustration 
John Robben may not have come up with 
the only answer, or even a correct 
answer But as Hugh Prather points out 
in his introduction, he has made a major 
contribution to our cultural and social 
well-being simply by pointing out the 
importance of inner integrity •— this need 
to keep in touch with our own feelings 
And to accord those inner feelings a full 
measure of respect, rather than to sub 
lect them to the humiliation and degrada 
Hon we too often impose upon them 
today, all in the name of “going along” 
with the establishment and its often 
questionable priorities

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The Shredder Turns Garbage To Gold 
COMPUTERIZED GRASS

It was a few days after Christmas 
when I cam e across them — a pile of 
discarded Christmas trees — a prize 
garden haul if ever there was one. In 
fact, I felt somewhat as I imagine a deep 
sea diver must feel when he stumbles 
across “pieces of eight” near some 
sunken Spanish galleon. 


Anyway, I stopped my station wfcgon 
and duly went off to retrieve as many of 
the trees as the car would hold. When I 
returned my two daughters had disap­ 
peared 


They had crouched on the car floor so 
as not to be seen by passers-by 


“ Daddy,” said the elder one by way of 
explanation, “ it’s so embarrassing.” 


THATS WHAT happens when you in­ 
vest in a shredder: You become some­ 
thing of a shredding nut. salvaging any­ 
th in g 
and 
e v e r y th in g 
th at 
is 
biodegradable 


Objects are not so much seen for what 
they are but for what they represent as 
finely shredded mulch. And it’s amazing 
what otherwise useless material can be 
turned into useful compost or mulch this 
way; garbage into gold, so to speak. 


I invested in a shredder last fall, and 
along with the fork and spade rate it is 
the best piece of gardening equipment I 
have. Even my wife. whose opposition to 
the purchase had been considerable, ad­ 
mitted the other day that “ getting the 
shredder was one of the best things 
you’ve done ” 
She said it just as I emptied a whole 
barrow load of compost onto the bed she 
was preparing for her pansies. You see, 
for the first time ever, w e‘have so much 
compost for our garden that we can 
spread it thickly wherever there is a 
need. 


FOR INSTANCE, a neighbor of mine 
felled a tree and I was able to shred 
every branch up to the thickness of my 
thumb. These incidentally make up the 
bulkiest part of any tree. 


This way the green leaves, sap-filled 
wood and mineral-rich bark were all 
salvaged for the garden where otherwise 
only the leaves could have been used — 
and then only after they had dried and 
fallen from the dead wood. 


In the same way rose prunings and 
other woody items can be ground down 
and included in the compost heap Food 
wastes are similarly treated, rendering 
them unattractive to animals. In previous 


years raccoons and at least one skunk 
that I know of regularly feasted off my 
compost heap. But no more 


ANOTHER PLUS for grinding 
com­ 
posting is speeded up tremendously. For 
instance, it’s possible, and I have done it, 
to make compost in as little as 14 days. 
A good mix of ground-up cellulose 
materials and softer vegetation will heat 
up within three days to such a tem pera­ 
ture that your hand will be unable to 


Foil Is A Second Spring For Marinites

tolerate the interior heat for more than a 
few seconds. It’s hot enough even to 
generate steam. 
Within a week the heat will have 
largely subsided; another week and it 
will be perfectly cool. At this stage the 
compost will be dark and fibrous and 
ready for the flower or vegetable bed 
where it will continue to break down as it 
steadily feeds the plants that grow in it. 
Now a word about leaves: 
They are as rich in nutriments as most 
animal manures. Organic Gardening and 
Farming magazine has calculated that 
one year's harvest of leaves from a full­ 
grown tree provides as much nutriments 
for the soil as $25 worth of fertilizer. 


HHC TROUBLE with leaves, though, is 
that they blow around too easily. Yet 
once they are shredded — and incidental­ 
ly reduced to one-third their former bulk 
—they cling to the ground almost as 
readily as iron filings to a magnet. 
/An accountant friend of mine bought a 
shredder just to tidy up the leaves which 
anti pollution laws prohibit him from 
burning 
He told me frankly that he simply did 
not believe all the claims that were made 
for ground leaves as a good garden 
mulch “But they did dress up the beds 
and as I had them, I used them .” he said 
“That's when I found out how much a 
garden benefits from m ulching this 
w ay,” he told me. “The garden really did 
begin to flourish.” 


FOR MY PART I drive round the 
neighborhood on fall evenings picking up 
the leaves which my neighbors have 
bagged up and left out for the trash 
collection. Later, on. I also look out for 
such things as discarded Christmas trees. 
Every little bit helps my garden 
I even know of a man who, finding a 
house being demolished, asked if he could 
have the old cedar shingles. Once shred­ 
ded they formed an aromatic and very 
dressy mulch for his front garden. 
A word now about shredders. Many 
makes are just adaptations of the lawn 
mower with a rotary blade that cuts up 
leaves, lf all you want to do is grind up 
dry leaves then they'U do just fine. But if 
you're a serious gardener you’ll want a 
rugged machine that does much heavier 
work.

It's A Good 
Time To Plant 
The New Lawn 


By far the best time of year to seed 
cool season lawn grasses — the Kentucky 
blue grasses, fine fescues, bent grasses, 
and perennial rye grasses — is autumn. 
Good w eather, a prom ising season 
ahead and a more relaxed job schedule, 
then, combine to make autumn ideal for 
both new lawn seedings or for bolstering 
thin turfs. All of these grasses thrive on 
the bright, crisp weather that usually 
prevails during late autumn and early 
winter. The soil 
should still be dry 
enough to cultivate nicely, malting a good 
seedbed, 
C ultivating the soil before seeding 
helps the new lawn to a good start. Mix 
fertilizer amply into the soil bed, at the 
rate recommended on the bag (typically 
IO to 20 pounds per 1,000 square feet). 
Acid soils may need liming 
A mechanical spreader distributes seed 
neatly. It will be useful later for mainte 
nance fertilization and spreading of pesti 
cides. A surface mulch to prevent drying 
rounds out the new seeding. Only time 
(and enough watering to keep the soil bed 
moist) then stands between you and a 
cheerful carpet of green. 
lf soil cultivation is not feasible, per­ 
haps your tired turf can be renovated 
merely by scuffing its surface ahead of 
over seeding 
Powered turf thinners or 
scarifiers make rather light (rf this task. 
They can be rented in many areas 
In some states knock-down chemicals 
are procurable Best are types that leave 
no toxic residues in the soil. Killing 
unwanted vegetation before seeding ups 
the odds on survival of new sprouts 
Just as with a new lawn, renovation 
requires regular watering to bring up the 
seedlings.

If ever you’ve threatened to pave your 
lawn with green cement, hold off. By 
1980, you may be able to put your lawn 
mower in mothballs and hang up your 
pruning shears as a thing of the past. 
Research programs now under way 
indicate that by the end of this decade, 
homeowners will be planting new varie­ 
ties of grass that will grow only to a 
specified height and then stop — thus 
eliminating the need for mowing, says 
Joseph O. Sullivan, president of Estech, 
Inc., the chemicals and industrial prod­ 
ucts division of Esmark Inc., Chicago. 


ALONG WITH limited growth grass, 
Sullivan says, there are other develop­ 
ments in the offing that will make caring 
for a lawn much easier and less time 
consuming. Among them : 
Ornamental and shrub growth retar­ 
dants that will eliminate the need for 
constant trimming. 
Grass seed and fertilizer combined in 
pellets to make the planting of a new 
lawn or the reseeding of an existing 
yard a one-step job. 
Sprinkler systems that automatically 
dispense fertilizer and weed killers as 
needed during an entire spring and 
summer growing season. 
Long lasting fertilizers that will work 
for two years or longer once they are 
placed on a lawn. 
Special packages that will be used to 
dispense grass seed and fertilizer and 
then discarded, doing away with the 
need for a spreader. 


BROOKS 
The outlook for change in the home 
gardening field is underscored, Sullivan 
said, by growing concern for the environ­ 
ment and the increasing amount of lei­ 
sure time. 
More and more, he said, 
reports indicate the “green thumb” pas­ 
time is catching on as a form of relaxa­ 
tion. 


THE BURGEONING demand for more 
efficient land use and rising costs will 
result in many cases in sm aller home 
grounds and lawns, but home owners will 
want to use what land is available to the 
fullest extent. 


For the lawn of the future, Sullivan 
said, several universities are experiment­ 
ing with a new product developed by 
Estech to solve some of the problems of 
proper and regular lawn fertilization. 


With this product, Sullivan said, large 
pellets containing slow-acting nitrogen 
and other nutrients are imbedded in the 
soil before planting or sodding. After the 
lawn has been installed, these golf-ball 
size pellets will release their contents for 
up to three years, increasing the chance 
of lawn survival since the feeding takes 
place year round without the supervision 
of the homeowner. 


With all the research work being done, 
Sullivan suggests, there just may be 
computers with green thumbs in the 
future. 
“The lawn of the 1980s,” he said, “may 
well be a programmed affair for the 
ultimate in green and greenery.” 


The Fine And Beautiful 
Art O f Drying Flowers 


Whether you are a window-box garden­ 
er. have an acreage or merely an over­ 
sized pot on a balcony, you can raise 
flowers that last forever. 


At least, they will last as long as you 
want them to. 


It pays to plan early for an everlasting 
garden since most of these flowers are 
hardy annuals and need to get a prompt 
start. 
If you are a potted-plant enthusiast you 
can 
simply plant the seeds in good 
potting soil whenver it is convenient. As 
the flowers mature, if you wish to pre­ 
serve them, hang them to dry. The 
everlasting flowers I will discuss are 
those that dry well simply by hanging 
them upside down in a dry' place. 


TO AIR-DRY flowers pick them before 
they are fully open because they open 
slightly more as they begin to dry’ Also, 
the flowers will shrink slightly in drying. 
Flowers for drying should be picked 
before they begin to wilt from the sun s 
rays in the warmest part of the day. 
However, they should not be overly wet 
from rain or dew 
Treat your selections as soon after 
picking as possible, lf you want special 
shapes you may wire the stems before 
drying to create corkscrew effects of 
specially bent creations. 
Stnp all of the foliage from the stems. 
Then, using late string, or something 
similar tie the flowers in bunches of no 
more than IO, depending on the size of 
the flowers. Hang them, heads down, in a 
farily cool, dry place. A garage or attic is 
an ideal place. 


THERE ARE other methods of drying 
more delicate flowers. The directions for 
using the vanous products on the market 
can be found on the package. Floral 
shops and garden centers carry silica-jel 
and 
borax-sand for preserving roses, 
carnations and other more delicate flow­ 
ers 
The flowers I mention are easy to air- 
dry and keep their attractive appearance 
for many months without complicated 
methods. These flowers can be purchased 
as bedding plants or can be sown indoors 
early in the season. 
The everlastings bloom until frost and 
are an attractive addition to any garden, 
as well as making excellent cut flowers 
for fresh bouquets. 
In addition to the flowers I mention, 
most grains ami grasses can be dned and 
used to add interest to everlasting floral 
arrangements. Thistles are another at­ 
tractive addition to the dried bouquet and 
they air-dry very well. 


THE EASIEST flower to grow for 
drying is the Chinese lantern, also called 
physalis. It is a hardy perennial that 
produces bright orange balloonlike fruits 
that cover the plant in the late summer 
and autumn 
These “ lanterns” dry well for a color­ 
ful winter arrangement. The plant also 
does well in a large pot in a sunny 
window 
Sea pink or arm ena also is a hardy 
perennial that will bloom year after year. 
It also may be potted. Sea Pink produces 
deep pink flowers borne in heads on two- 
foot stem s. The grasslike leaves are 
easily removed for drying and the flow­ 
ers keep their color well for air-dried 
arrangements 
Sea Pink is excellent to use for fresh 
cut flowers 


BELLS OF IRELAND or the Irish 
bellflower produce graceful stem lines 
with green bell-like flowers that combine 
well with gladioli when cut fresh. They 
keep their beautiful green color when air- 
dried 
Nigella, sometimes called love in the 
mist, produces blue and white flowers 


among fine foliage for fresh bouquets 
The seed pods are very attractive when 
dried and sprayed with silver. They are 
often used in holiday wreaths and ar­ 
rangements. 
Bachelor’s buttons now come in excit­ 
ing new colors such as pink, mauve, red. 
and light blue. These hardy annuals are 
graceful additions to dried floral arrange­ 
ments and they bloom earlier than many 
flowers. 


THE SILVERY seed pods of the silver 
dollar plant (lunaria) are wonderful win 
ter decoration. The purple flowers do not 
dry well but can be used for cut flowers 
You will want to let many of the seed 
pods appear because they are a fine 
novelty. 
Gypsophillas and statice, delicate small 
flowers, dry well when they are allowed 
to mature fully before cutting They are 
excellent for providing background with 
the softness of their nature. Many prefer 
sional floral shops rely on these two as 
standby bouquet material 
Not to be overlooked is colorful cocks­ 
comb This bright red variety and other 
members of the celosia family add spec­ 
tacular color to dned bouquets. Cock­ 
scomb can be easily twisted into interest­ 
ing shapes, using wire to retain the shape 
until the flowers are dry. 


BLUE SALVIA and larkspur also air- 
dry, keeping their color for many 
months. These two add variety to the 
form of any dried arrangement. 
Last but probably most important of all 
are the strawflowers that bear the name 
everlastings since the days of our great- 
great-grandmothers. These have been a 
staple winter decoration for decades. 
Now they are often pushed into plastic 
foam balls and suspended from unexpect­ 
ed places to add interest to our homes. 
They are durable enough to stand pack­ 
ing and mailing to friends in faraway 
places. Strawflowers offer color from the 
deepest mahogany to the pearliest white. 
They have self-colored centers and some 
resemble daisies with more nearly single 
petals and dark centers. 
Once the strawflowers are dried they 
have a texture as their name implies,

For A Satin Finish, 
Follow This Advice 


By GEORGE MONTGOMERY 
Want a glass-like, super-smooth finish? 
There are many ways to achieve this, 
including the use of special rubbing 
compounds. An old standby — and one I 
use with excellent results — is the 
pumice-and-rottenstone treatment. 
After the final coat of finishing materi­ 
al has been allowed to harden completely 
— wait at least three or four days — wipe 
off the surface to remove any accumulat­ 
ed dust. Moisten a small area with a light 
mineral oil or paraffin product. Sprinkle 
some powdered pumice on the part that 
is covered with oil. Rub pumice and oil 
into the wood, working in the directions 
of the grain and using firm but moderate 
pressure. 
Relax the pressure a bit along the 
edges of the wood. 


AFTER YOtTVE DONE this you'll find 
that even the tiniest irregularities in the 
finish have disappeared. You’ll also find 
the original high gloss has been cut down 
considerably. 
Some people prefer the less glossy 


finish that’s produced with pumice pow­ 
der and oil. In this case all that need be 
done is rub off all traces of oil from the 
surface. 
However, most people prefer to restore 
at least some gloss and achieve the kind 
of satiny finish seen on professionally 
finished furniture. That’s where the rot- 
tenstone powder comes in. 
Following the same procedure as be­ 
fore — except that this time you use 
rottenstone instead of pumice — rub 
mixture (oil and rottenstone) vigorously 
into the wood. After the entire surface 
has been done, still more rubbing is in 
order. When the rubbing has produced 
the kind of finish that satisfies you, apply 
Pledge or a similar waxing product. 
NO Rl'BBING NEEDED here because 
the natural waxes in the product produce 
the hand-rubbed look true wood buffs 
demand. 
Some professional woodworkers use 
water with the pumice and rottenstone 
instead of oil. It works very well on any 
finish except shellac. 
HERE'S YOUR ANSW ER 


By ANDY LANG 
Q. — The paint on erne of the outside walls of our house is peeling. I intend to scrape 
and sand it before repainting, but I don’t want the same thing to happen again. 
A. — It is sometimes difficult to convince readers (jading by the mail) that 
excessive humidity inside the house can penetrate an inside wall, move into an outside 
wall and then push off the exterior paint. But it happens — and that would seem to be 
the case here Why did it occur on only one of the outside walls? I can only guess that 
the wall in question is outside the bathroom or kitchen, where there usually is a large 
amount of water vapor. You will have to find a way for the vapor to escape rather 
than permit it to get under the paint You can use a series of small vents lodged in the 
outside wall or use an exhaust fan inside the room where the moisture builds up. 
Q. — There were several crayon marks on our kitchen wall. I scrubbed them 
thoroughly before my husband repainted the kitchen. It looked fine for several 
months, but now the crayon appears to be coming through; at least, there are outline 
marks the same as were on the wall originally, although fainter. My husband says he 
will repaint that one wall again, but I tell him the crayon probably will come through 
again. Am I right? 
A. -— It is possible that a new coat of paint will cover the crayon sufficiently so that 
it won t show through again. But to be sure, first go over the stained area with a coat 
of shellac, thinned about 50-50 with denatured alcohol. Sand the shellac very lightly 
after it has dried thoroughly, then go ahead with the painting. The shellac will seal in 
the stains. 


of the pull-up Austrian shade for a sun of 
windows. 
But the room still needed two things: 
light control for good sleep and one 
strong decoration. 
Walker hit on the idea of blowing up 
the colors in one square of the fabric and 
painting them on sliding panels. Instead 
of having the design sit “ square,” he 
turned it on edge. The motif has been 
repeated two times but painted in four 
parts. 


THE PANELS ARE interchangeable, 
so there’s a built-in game of manipulat­ 
ing the sections for visual play. Acrylic 
paints were used because they come in 
such great poster colors and dry fast. 
In fact, color predominates this room. 
Starting with the floor, Walker chose 
shaggy red Acritan Plus carpeting, then 
moved to red plastic chair and table and 
a big red frame for the sliding panels. 
There’s plenty of crisp white in walls and 
Formica-surfaced cabinets to offset the 
powerful influence of this paint brush 
scheme. 
Walker particularly likes the all-uphol­ 
stered look of the daybed covered in a 
Kirk Brummel fabric. He suggests that 
it’s a simple device for covering an older 
bed frame. An ordinary boxer corner is 
used with self-welting trim — and the 
fabric can be removed for ordinary 
laundry care. 
Another quick decorating “ filler” is the 
framed poster by Bjorm Wiinblad, fa­ 
mous graphic designer and ceramic art­ 
ist of Denmark. 


THE STRIKING IDEA here of decorator Ken W alker is that you take a motif from a printed fabric, 
in this case a Kirk Brummel material, and blow it up to create a dramatic wall decoration or series 
of sliding panels. Walker switched the color emphasis of the original fabric just slightly, and turned 
a square sideways. A red shog carpet of Acritan colors as well as cushions the floor. 


Assorted Tips For The Home Do-It-Yourselfer 


A rising tide of refuse is a problem 
shared by most families. 
Recycling of cans and bottles cuts 
down on solid waste, but it also com 
pounds the storage problem. For many, 
the solution is a separate service area. 
where there’s room for garbage cans, 
bins for bottles, cans and newspapers, 
and barrels for grass and yard clippings. 
An unobtrusive service area, enclosed 
with wood screens, can be added along a 
house or garden wall, or in a corner of 
the fence at the side or rear of the yard. 
When built as a free-standing unit, the 
service area is enclosed on three sides 
with a six-foot high screen of vertical 
one-by-four-inch fir, pine or western ce­ 
dar boards in a frame of four-by-four- 
inch posts and bottom rail. 
A decorative touch is added with a two- 
by-four cap on the boards, topped with 
three spaced, horizontal one-by-two-inch 
slats and a one-by-four, and capped with 
another two-by-four extending over the 
four-by-four-inch posts 
Above and below ground storage can be 
combined in the enclosure to make best 
use of space. 
For garbage cans sunk in the ground, 
the flip-up covers are enclosed in a box 
frame of two-by-six-inch Douglas fir, and 
lids of one-by-twos in a frame of two-by- 
twos. This also could be used to store 
coiled garden hoses. 
The frame of two-by sixes also supports 
a large box build of two-by-fours and the 
same one-by-four boards as the fence. 
The box holds garbage yard refuse or 
recyclables. It has a top lid of one-by- 
twos and two-by-twos for depositing ma­ 
terials, and side doors facing the back of 
the enclosure for easy emptying. 
The screened area offers room to keep 
lawnmowers, garden carts, large barbe 
cues and other outdoor equipment out of 
sight, yet close at hand when needed. 
Construction of the screens is adapta­ 
ble, using horizontal bevel siding when it 
matches house or garage, or another 
style to tie in with an existing fence. 
Planter boxes made of the same mate­ 
rials help blend the service area into the 
landscaping 


REFUSE SHOULD BE stored, not seen. A handsome fence surrounding this service area 
conceals garbage cons and refuse barrels. The fence was built of one-by-four-inch 
boards on four-by-four posts, and con be freestanding or attached to garage or house. 
Lids are one-by-two slats in frames of two-by-twos. 


Why Not Build A Cedar Chest 
Inside Your Cedar Closet? 


lf your closet has a wall of shelves, you 
have five sixths of a cedar chest already 
completed. So you might as well finish 
the job. 
The space between the bottom shelf 
and the floor may be large enough to line 
with cedar, then attach a cedar lined 
drop down door. You may have to 
remove a shelf or two for adequate 
space.

irregular or plaster is cracked or gouged, 
board paneling can’t be glued to the wall 
Over furring strips, paneling can be 
applied without repairing the old surface. 
For vertical paneling, a one-by-eight 
inch base strip and two one-by four inch 
furring strips spaced equally on the wall 
and another along the ceiling line can be 
nailed directly to the wall. Western pine 
or fir is excellent for this use 
Usually horizontal paneling can be 
nailed directly to studs, but where fur­ 
ring strips are necessary they’re applied 
every three feet along the wad.

Some basement walls are too rough for 
furring strips.

Some tips for the do-it-yourselfer: 
For an easy-to-make coffee table, use a 
floor door and buy or make legs for it... 
never use shellac as it comes from the 
container.

Flint sandpaper is still being 
used for some kinds of hand sanding, but 
it’s impractical for use with a power 
sander... To locate squeaks in a floor or 
stairway, have someone walk across the 
suspected areas while you mark the 
location of the noises 


IN USING A sprayer, always pull the 
trigger slightly before the spray hits the 
work and do not release it until the spray 
has passed the work... While mahogany. 


oak, walnut and other open-grained 
woods usually require a filler to close the 
big pores, consider the possibility of 
skipping the filler, since many persons 
like the natural textured appearance of 
these woods. 


IF’ A VARNISH remover takes off the 
old finish but leaves some spots that 
resist removal by sanding, you can solve 
the problem by using a commercial 
bleach. 
There is a difference of opinion about 


whether to use a sealer over a stain, but I 
have found that it is best to use the sealer 
both under and over the stain... Most of 
the time, blistering and peeling paint 
means that moisture has attacked the 
paint from inside the wall rather than 
outside... Plastic resin glue is excellent 
for gluing wood joints, but the joints 
should be well fitting before the glue is 
applied. 


MOST REMODELING projects will

How To Keep Refuse Out Of Sight 
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The Shredder Turns Garbage To Gold 
COMPUTERIZED GRASS

It was a few days after Christmas 
when I cam e across them — a pile of 
discarded Christmas trees — a prize 
garden haul if ever there was one. In 
fact, I felt somewhat as I imagine a deep 
sea diver must feel when he stumbles 
across 
"pieces of eight” near some 
sunken Spanish galleon. 


Anyway, I stopped my station vAgon 
and duly went off to retrieve as many of 
the trees as the car would hold. When I 
returned my two daughters had disap­ 
peared. 


They had crouched on the car floor so 
as not to be seen by passers-by. 


"Daddy,” said the elder one by way of 
explanation, "it’s so embarrassing.” 


THATS WHAT happens when you in 
vest in a shredder 
You become some­

Objects are not so much seen for what 
they are but for what they represent as 
finely shredded mulch. And it’s amazing 
what otherwise useless material can be 
turned into useful compost or mulch this 
way; garbage into gold, so to speak. 


I invested in a shredder last fall, and 
along with the fork and spade rate it is 
the best piece of gardening equipment I 
have. Even my wife, whose opposition to 
the purchase had been considerable, ad­ 
mitted the other day that "getting the 
shredder was one of the best things 
you’ve done ” 
She said it just as I emptied a whole 
barrow load of compost onto the bed she 
was preparing for her pansies. You see, 
for the first time ever, we'have so much 
compost for our garden that we can 
spread it thickly wherever there is a 
need. 


FOR INSTANCE, a neighbor of mine 
felled a tree and I was able to shred 
every branch up to the thickness of my 
thumb. These incidentally make up the 
bulkiest part of any tree. 


This way the green leaves, sap-filled 
wood and mineral-rich bark were all 
salvaged for the garden where otherwise 
only the leaves could have been used — 
and then only after they had dried and 
fallen from the dead wood 


In the same way rose prunings and 
other woody items can be ground down 
and included in the compost heap. Food 
wastes are similarly treated, rendering 
them unattractive to animals. In previous 


years raccoons and at least one skunk 
that I know of regularly feasted off my 
compost heap But no more 


ANOTHER PLUS for grinding: com­ 
posting is speeded up tremendously. For 
instance, it’s possible, and I have done it, 
to make compost in as little as 14 days. 
A good 
mix of ground-up cellulose 
materials and softer vegetation will heat 
up within three days to such a tempera 
lure that your hand will be unable to

WITH THE COMING of spring, the root 
system has growm and developed in cool,

At this stage the 
compost will be dark and fibrous and 
ready for the flower or vegetable bed 
where it will continue to break down as it 
steadily feeds the plants that grow in it. 
Now a word about leaves: 
They are as rich in nutriments as most 
animal manures. Organic Gardening and 
Farming magazine has calculated that 
one year’s harvest of leaves from a full- 
grown tree provides as much nutriments 
for the soil as $25 worth of fertilizer 


THE TROUBLE with leaves, though, is 
that they blow around too easily. Yet 
once they are shredded — and incidental­ 
ly reduced to one-third their former bulk 
—they cling to the ground alm ost as 
readily as iron filings to a magnet. 
An accountant friend of mine bought a 
shredder just to tidy up the leaves which 
antipollution laws prohibit him 
from 
burning. 
He told me frankly that he simply did 
not believe all the claims that were made 
for ground leaves as a good garden 
mulch "But they did dress up the beds 
and as I had them, I used them,” he said 
"Thats when I found out how much a 
garden benefits from m ulching this 
w ay,” he told me "The garden really did 
begin to flourish." 


FOR MY PART I drive round the 
neighborhood on fall evenings picking up 
the leaves which my neighbors have 
bagged up and left out for the trash 
collection. Later, on. I also look out for 
such things as discarded Christmas trees 
Every little bit helps my garden. 
I even know of a man who. finding a 
house being demolished, asked if he could 
have the old cedar shingles Once shred­ 
ded they formed an aromatic and very 
dressy mulch for his front garden. 
A word - now about shredders. Many 
makes are just adaptations of the lawn 
mower with a rotary blade that cuts up 
leaves, lf all you want to do is grind up 
dry leaves then they’ll do just fine But if 
you’re a serious gardener you’ll want a 
rugged machine that does much heavier 
work

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It's A Good 
Time To Plant 
The New Lawn 


By far the best time of year to seed 
cool season lawm grasses — the Kentucky 
blue grasses, fine fescues, bent grasses, 
and perennial rye grasses — is autumn. 
Good w eather, a prom ising season 
ahead and a more relaxed job schedule, 
then, combine to make autumn ideal for 
both new lawn seedings or for bolstering 
thin turfs. All of these grasses thrive on 
the bright, crisp weather that usually 
prevails during late autumn and early 
winter, The soil 
should still be dry 
enough to cultivate nicely, malting a good 
seedbed 
C ultivating the soil before seeding 
helps the new lawn to a good start. Mix 
fertilizer amply into the so ii bed, at the 
rate recommended on the bag (typically 
IO to 20 pounds per 1,000 square feet). 
Acid soils may need i.mmg 
A mechanical spreader distributes seed 
neatly. It will be useful later for m ainte­ 
nance fertilization and spreading of pesti­ 
cides. A surface mulch to prevent drying 
rounds out the new seeding. Only time 
(and enough watering to keep the soilbed 
moist) then stands between you and a 
cheerful carpet of green. 
lf soil cultivation is not feasible, per­ 
haps your tired turf can be renovated 
merely by scuffing its surface ahead of 
over seeding. Powered turf thinners or 
scarifiers make rather light of this task. 
They can be rented in many areas 
In some states knock-down chem icals 
are procurable. Best are types that leave 
no toxic residues in the soil. Killing 
unwanted vegetation before seeding ups 
the odds on survival of new sprouts 
Just as with a new lawn, renovation 
requires regular watering to bring up the 
seedlings.

If ever you’ve threatened to pave your 
lawn with green cement, hold off. By 
1980, you may be able to put your lawn 
mower in mothballs and hang up your 
pruning shears as a thing of the past. 
Research programs now under way 
indicate that by the end of this decade, 
homeowners will be planting new varie­ 
ties of grass that will grow only to a 
specified height and then stop — thus 
eliminating the need for mowing, says 
Joseph O. Sullivan, president of Estech, 
Inc., the chemicals and industrial prod­ 
ucts division of Esmark Inc., Chicago. 


ALONG WITH limited growth grass, 
Sullivan says, there are other develop­ 
ments in the offing that will make caring 
for a lawn much easier and less time 
consuming. Among them : 
Ornamental and shrub growth retar­ 
dants that will eliminate the need for 
constant trimming. 
Grass seed and fertilizer combined in 
pellets to make the planting of a new 
lawn or the reseeding of an existing 
yard a one-step job. 
Sprinkler systems that automatically 
dispense fertilizer and weed killers as 
needed during an entire spring and 
summer growing season. 
Long lasting fertilizers that will work 
for two years or longer once they are 
placed on a lawn. 
Special packages that will be used to 
dispense grass seed and fertilizer and 
then discarded, doing away with the 
need for a spreader. 


BROOKS 
The outlook for change in the home 
gardening field is underscored, Sullivan 
said, by growing concern for the environ­ 
ment and the increasing amount of lei­ 
sure time. 
More and more, he said, 
reports indicate the "green thumb" pas­ 
time is catching on as a form of relaxa­ 
tion. 


THE BURGEONING demand for more 
efficient land use and rising costs will 
result in many cases in smaller home 
grounds and lawns, but home owners will 
want to use what land is available to the 
fullest extent. 


For the lawn of the future, Sullivan 
said, several universities are experiment­ 
ing with a new product developed by 
Estech to solve some of the problems of 
proper and regular lawn fertilization. 


With this product, Sullivan said, large 
pellets containing slow-acting nitrogen 
and other nutrients are imbedded in the 
soil before planting or sodding After the 
lawn has been installed, these golf-ball 
size pellets will release their contents for 
up to three years, increasing the chance 
of lawn survival since the feeding takes 
place year round without the supervision 
of the homeowner. 


With all the research work being done, 
Sullivan suggests, there just may be 
computers with green thumbs in the 
future, 
"The lawn of the 1980s,” he said, "may 
well be a programmed affair for the 
ultimate in green and greenery.” 


The Fine And Beautiful 
Art O f Drying Flowers 


Whether you are a window-box garden­ 
er. have an acreage or merely an over­ 
sized pot on a balcony, you can raise 
flowers that last forever 


At least, they will last as long as you 
want them to. 


It pays to plan early for ar. everlasting 
garden since most of these flowers are 
hardy annuals and need to get a prompt 
start. 
lf you are a potted-plant enthusiast you 
can 
simply plant the seeds in good 
potting soil whenver it is convenient. As 
the flowers mature, if you wish to pre­ 
serve them, hang them to dry. The 
everlasting flowers I will discuss are 
those that dry well simply by hanging 
them upside down in a dry place. 


TO AIR-DRY flowers pick them before 
they are fully open because they open 
slightly more as they begin to dry Also, 
the flowers will shrink slightly in drying 
Flowers for drying should be picked 
before they begin to wilt from the sun s 
rays in the warmest part of the day. 
However, they should not be overly wet 
from rain or dew 
Treat your selections as soon after 
picking as possible. If you want special 
shapes you may wire the stem s before 
drying to create corkscrew effects of 
specially bent creations. 
Strip all of the foliage from the stems. 
Then, using kite string, or something 
similar tie the flowers in bunches of no 
more than IO, depending on the size of 
the flowers. Hang them, heads down, in a 
fanly cool, dry place. A garage or attic is 
an ideal place, 


THERE ARE other methods of drying 
more delicate flowers. The directions for 
using the various products on the market 
can be found on the package 
Floral 
shops and garden centers carry silica-jel 
and 
borax sand for preserving roses, 
carnations and other more delicate flow­ 
ers. 
The flowers I mention are easy to air- 
dry and keep their attractive appearance 
for many months without complicated 
methods. These flowers can be purchased 
as bedding plants or can be sown indoors 
early in the season. 
The everlastings bloom until frost and 
are an attractive addition to any garden, 
as well as making excellent cut flowers 
for fresh bouquets. 
In addition to the flowers I mention, 
most grains and grasses can be dried and 
used to add interest to everlasting floral 
arrangements. Thistles are another at­ 
tractive addition to the dried bouquet and 
they air-dry very well. 


THE EASIEST flower to grow for 
drying is the Chinese lantern, also called 
physalis 
It is a hardy perennial that 
produces bnght orange balloonlike fruits 
that cover the plant in the late summer 
and autumn. 
These "lanterns” dry well for a color 
ful winter arrangement. The plant also 
does well in a large pot in a sunny 
window 
Sea pink or arm ena also is a hardy 
perennial that will bloom year after year 
It also may be potted. Sea Pink produces 
deep pink flowers borne in heads on two- 
foot 
stem s 
The grasslike leaves are 
easily removed for drying and the flow­ 
ers keep their color well for air-dried 
arrangements 
Sea Pink is excellent to use for fresh 
cut flowers. 


BELLS OF IRELAND or the Irish 
bellflower produce graceful stem lines 
with green bell-like flowers that combine 
well with gladioli when cut fresh. They 
keep their beautiful green color when air- 
dried 
Nigella, sometimes called love in the 
mist, produces blue and white flowers 


among fine foliage for fresh bouquets 
The seed pods are very attractive when 
dried and sprayed with silver. They are 
often used in holiday wreaths and ar­ 
rangements. 
Bachelor’s buttons now come in excit­ 
ing new colors such as pink, mauve, red, 
and light blue. These hardy annuals are 
graceful additions to dried floral arrange­ 
ments and they bloom earlier than many 
flowers. 


THE SILVERY seed pods of the silver 
dollar plant (lunaria) are wonderful win 
ter decoration. The purple flowers do not 
dry well but can be used for cut flowers 
You will want to let many of the seed 
pods appear because they are a fine 
novelty. 
Gypsophillas and statice, delicate small 
flowers, dry well when they are allowed 
to mature fully before cutting. They are 
excellent for providing background with 
the softness of their nature. Many profes­ 
sional floral shops rely on these two as 
standby bouquet material 
Not to be overlooked is colorful cocks 
comb This bright red variety and other 
members of the celosia family add spec 
tacular color to dried bouquets. Cock­ 
scomb can be easily twisted into interest­ 
ing shapes, using wire to retain the shape 
until the flowers are dry. 


BLUE SALVIA and larkspur also air- 
dry. 
keeping their color for many 
months. These two add variety to the 
form of any dried arrangement. 
Last but probably most important of all 
are the strawflowers that bear the name 
everlastings since the days of our great- 
great grandmothers. These have been a 
staple winter decoration for decades. 
Now they are often pushed into plastic 
foam balls and suspended from unexpect­ 
ed places to add interest to our homes. 
They are durable enough to stand pack­ 
ing and mailing to friends in faraway 
places. Strawflowers offer color from the 
deepest mahogany to the pearliest white. 
They have self-colored centers and some 
resemble daisies with more nearly single 
petals and dark centers. 
Once the strawflowers are dried they 
have a texture as their name implies, 
like straw. The colors, even the most 
pastel, will remain lovely if they are 
dried out of direct sunlight 


GOMPHREN A, sometimes called globe 
amaranth, is an especially durable straw- 
flower that resembles plump, large clo­ 
ver blossoms. For variety, try growing 
several varieties of strawflowers, as well 
as other everlasting blossoms. 
When the blooming season is over you 
will have an interesting hobby creating 
centerpieces, wall hangings, vases, and 
baskets full of blossoms These enliven 
your home and make excellent gifts. 
Try your everlastings in combination 
with bits of driftwood, creative pieces of 
beautifully grained wooden slabs that 
have been polished, and gnarled bits of 
branches that have been deposited on 
your premises by storm. 
Woven baskets and reed mats are 
excellent background for a "frog” filled 
with the dried products of your garden, 
large or small 


( ABT-OFF’ FRUIT baskets and plastic 
foam containers are also tempting to 
work with Also, remember that plastic 
jugs, jars, and bottles can be weighted 
with sand and sprayed with paint from 
the hobby shop to make fine receptacles 
for everlastings 
Larger arrangements 
may 
call for 
unusual wastebaskets, antique huge glass 
jugs and jars, and unusual large pieces of 
pottery 
Old butter chums, huge bean 
pots, 
sauerkraut crocks are excellent 
containers

For A Satin Finish, 
Follow This Advice 


By GEORGE 
Want a glass-like, super-smooth finish? 
There are many ways to achieve this, 
including the use of special rubbing 
compounds. An old standby — and one I 
use with excellent results — is the 
pumice-and-rottenstone treatment. 
After the final coat of finishing materi­ 
al has been allowed to harden completely 
— wait at least three or four days — wipe 
off the surface to remove any accumulat­ 
ed dust. Moisten a small area with a light 
mineral oil or paraffin product. Sprinkle 
some powdered pumice on the part that 
is covered with oil. Rub pumice and oil 
into the wood, working in the directions 
of the grain and using firm but moderate 
pressure. 
Relax the pressure 
edges of the wood. 


AFTER YOU’V'E DONE this you’U find 
that even the tiniest irregularities in the 
finish have disappeared. You'll also find 
the original high gloss has been cut down 
considerably. 
Some people prefer the less glossy

MONTGOMERY 
finish that’s produced with pumice pow­ 
der and oil. In this case all that need be 
done is rub off all traces of oil from the 
surface. 
However, most people prefer to restore 
at least some gloss and achieve the kind 
of satiny finish seen on professionally 
finished furniture. That’s where the rot- 
tenstone powder comes in. 
Following the same procedure as be­ 
fore — except that this time you use 
rottenstone instead of pumice — rub 
mixture (oil and rottenstone) vigorously 
into the wood. After the entire surface 
has been done, still more rubbing is in 
order. When the rubbing has praluced 
the kind of finish that satisfies you, apply 
Pledge or a similar waxing product. 
NO Rl'BBING NEEDED here because 
the natural waxes in the product produce 
the hand-rubbed look true wood buffs 
demand. 
iiome professional woodworkers use 
water with the pumice and rottenstone 
instead of oil. It works very well on any 
finish except shellac.

Assorted Tips For The Home Do-It-Yourselfer 


HERE'S YOUR ANSWER

g _ The paint on (me of the outside walls of our hou.se is peeling. I intend to scrape 
and sand it before repainting, but I don't want the same thing to happen again. 
A — It is sometimes difficult to convince readers (jucling by the mail) that 
excessive humidity inside the bouse can penetrate an inside wall, move into an outside 
wall and then push off the exterior paint. But it happens — and that would seem to be 
the case here W'hy did it occur on only one of the outside walls? I can only guess that 
the wall in question is outside the bathroom or kitchen, where there usually is a large 
amount of water vapor. You will have to find a way for the vapor to escape rather 
than p(*rmit it to get under the paint. You can use a series of small vents lodged in the 
outsKle wall or u.se an exhaust fan inside the room where the moisture builds up 
g. — There were several crayon marks on our kitchen wall. I scrubbed them 
thoroughly before my husband repainted the kitchen. It looked fine for several 
months, but now the crayon appears to be coming through; at least, there are outline 
marks the same as were on the waU originally, although fainter. .My husband says he 
will repaint that one wall again, but I tell him the crayon probably will come through 
again Am I right’ 
A. — It is possible that a new coat of paint will cover the crayon sufficiently so that 
It won't show through again. But to be sure, first go over the stained area with a coat 
of shellac, thinned about 50-50 with denatured alcohol. Sand the shellac very’ lightly 
after it has dried thoroughly, then go ahead with the painting. The shellac will seal in 
the stains.

Some tips for the do-it-yourselfer: 
For an easy-to-make coffee table, use a 
floor door and buy or make legs for it... 
never use shellac as it comes from the 
container. 
It requires mixing with denatured alco­ 
hol. ranging from a 50-50 mixture for 
most purposes to a 90 per cent alcohol 
content for a so-called “wash” coat... 
While most furniture these days has a 
lacquer finish, it is put on with elaborate 
spraying equipment.

IN USING A sprayer, always pull the 
trigger slightly before the spray hits the 
work and do not release it until the spray 
has passed tht* work...

oak, walnut and other open-grained 
woods usually require a filler to close the 
big pores, consider the possibility of 
skipping the filler, since many persons 
like the natural textured appearance of 
the.se woods. 


IF \ VARNISH remover takes off the 
old finish but leaves some spots that 
resist removal by .sanding, you can .solve 
the problem by using a commercial 
bleach. 
There is a difference of opinion about 


w hether to use a sealer over a stain, but I 
have found that it is best to use the sealer 
both under and over the stain... .Most of 
the time, blistering and peeling paint 
means that moisture has attacked the 
paint from inside the wall rather than 
outside... Plastic resin glue is excellent 
for gluing wood joints, but the joints 
should be well fitting before the glue is 
applied.

A rising tide of refuse is a problem 
shared by most families. 
Recycling of cans and bottles cuts 
down on s(^d waste, but it also com­ 
pounds the storage problem. For many, 
the solutkm is a separate service area, 
where there’s room for garbage cans, 
bins for bottles, cans and newspapers, 
and barrels for grass and yard clippings. 
An unobtrusive service area, enclosed 
with wood screens, can be added along a 
house or garden wall, or in a corner of 
the fence at the side or rear of the yard. 
When built as a free-standing unit, the 
service area is enclosed on three sides 
with a six-foot high screen of vertical 
one-by-four-inch fir, pine or western ce­ 
dar boards in a frame of four-by-four- 
inch posts and bottom rail. 
A decorative touch is added with a two- 
by-four cap on the boards, topped with 
three spaced, horizontal one-by-two-inch 
slats and a one-by-four, and capped with 
another two-by-four extending over the 
four-by-four-inch posts 
Above and below ground storage can be 
combined in the enclosure to make best 
use of space. 
For garbage cans sunk in the ground, 
the flip-up covers are enclosed in a box 
frame of two-by-six-inch Douglas fir, and 
lids of one-by-twos in a frame of two-by- 
twos. This also could be used to store 
coiled garden hoses. 
The frame of two-by-sixes also supports 
a large box build of two-by-fours and the 
same one-by-four boards as the fence. 
The box bolds garbage yard refuse or 
recyclables. It has a top lid of one-by- 
twos and two-by-twos for depositing ma­ 
terials, and side doors facing the back of 
the enclosure for easy emptying. 
The screened area offers room to keep 
lawnmowers, garden carts, large barbe 
cues and other outdoor equipment out of 
sight, yet close at hand when needed 
Construction of the screens is adapta­ 
ble, using horizontal bevel siding when it 
matches bouse or garage, or another 
style to tie in with an existing fence. 
Planter boxes made of the same mate­ 
rials help blend the service area into the 
landscaping

It is indeed rare when a recording sells 
a million copies, lies in limbo for more 
than 15 years, and then resurfaces and 
heads for another million mark. 
This is what appears to be happening to 
“ Music, Music, Music," which Teresa 
Brewer recorded in the 1950s. At that 
time Miss Brewer had established herself 
as a rather unique artist with a lively and 
sometimes sassy voice. 
“ Music, Music. Music" won a Gold 
Record award in a short time after it 
began spinning on juke boxes and show­ 
ing up every week on "Your Hit Pa­ 
rade." 
Like most hit songs. "Music, Music, 
Music” eventually played itself out, being 
revived every now and then by nostalgic 
disc jockeys looking into the past. 
Miss Brewer, who has been appearing 
in nightclubs in recent years, sang the 
song in a London concert and it went 
over well. It was recorded on a single 
(Amsterdam AM885027) and now "Music, 
Music, Music" is again a best-seller and 
headed for the Gold Record award again. 
The most delightful aspect of Miss 
Brewer’s resurgence as a recording art­ 
ist is the development of her voice as a 
blues instrument. While she was bringing 
up her four children, she became occu­ 
pied with such great vocalists as Bessie 
Smith and set out to keep their memory 
alive, 
While Tessie has no illusions about 
sounding like Bessie, she is able to create 
the same mood. Listen to "The Songs of 
Bessie Smith ’ by Teresa Brewer (Flying 
Dutchman 10161) and you will be astound­ 
ed to hear what the once child-like voice 
can do to bluesy lyrics 
On this recording. Thad Jones conducts

MISS BREWER also appears as a 
special guest vocalist on another fine 
album.

This is a good jazz album with such 
standards as “That’s a Plenty," "Mus­ 
krat Ramble," "Ja Da,” "Fidgety Feet" 
and "South Rampart Street Parade.” 
Tessie joins in on “I ve Got a Crush on 
You.” “South Rampart." and "Melan­ 
choly Baby.” 
If Miss Brewer evokes im ages of Bes­ 
sie Smith and sets up an atmosphere of 
the long-ago singers, you will certainly 
want to hear “ Duke Ellington Presents 
Ivie Anderson" (Columbia KG 320640.) 
Ivie was a star vocalist in Duke’s band 
for ll years — and what a band that was 
with Johnny Hodges, Harry Carney, Bar­ 
ney Bigard, Cootie W illiam s, Sonny 
Greer, Wellman Braud, Rex Stewart, Ben 
Webster and Ellington. 


These selections were recorded before 
the hi-fi era but the sound quality is good. 
Songs include "It Don't Mean a Thing,’’ 
“ Mood Indigo," “Solitude,” "When My 
Sugar Walks Down the Street," “Stormy- 
Weather," and "There’s A Lull in My 
Life,” among many others in this two-LP 
package 


AM PEX HAS moved into the quadra­ 
phonic medium on the tape side of the 
music business with "Tie a Yellow Rib­ 
bon Round the Old Oak Tree" by The 
Family Guitar Band lAmpex AMP L 
7701.), a four-channel cartridge.

Down New Musical Paths With Boulez 


By WILBUR LANDREY 
At the center of the view that the old 
world of music is complete if not fin­ 
ished. and the new has yet to emerge, 
stands Pierre Boulez, composer, thinker, 
polemicist and musical director of the 
New York Philharmonic. 
No one in the musical generation that 
followed World W’ar II tried harder, and 
went down more alleys, than Boulez 
attempting to create, or synthesize, a 
new musical world. 
Think of the contrast between the rigid 
formula of serialism and the opposite 
pole of aleatory music, based on chance 


v BOULEZ’S OWN international reputa­ 
tion as a composer was confirmed with 
"Le Marteau Sans Maitre.'' first per­ 
formed in 1955. So it is fascinating to 
have a recording, just issued by Colum­ 
bia. of Boulez, the conductor, leading the 
strings of the New Philharmonica Or­ 
chestra in the first m ajor work of Boulez, 
the composer (M32160) 
The middle ’50s are times long ago for 
Boulez, now 48, and a famous conductor 
even of the classical repertory that does 
not renew itself 
So much have our own layman ears 
been educated, or changed, that "Le 
Marteau" is no longer a jumble of sound 
and confusion, supported by surrealist 
theory, but something that can be com­ 
prehended and enjoyed as music. What is 
avant garde and called music now has 
gone 
far beyond 
“ Le 
Marteau" and 
Boulez 


FUTURE GENERATIONS will have 
their own. perhaps truer, appreciation of 
both. Where Boulez stands is somewhere 
between the masters of the early 20th 
Century and today's avant garde. 
Otter Boulez compositions recently on 
record are the piano sonata No. I and No. 
3 played by Charles Rosen (Columbia 
M32161). 
No. I was composed when Boulez was 
20. No. 3 from the late 50s is aleatory in 
that the performer has a choice of where 
to 
begin 
In Trope, 
one of the two 
completed 
movem ents, 
the perform er 
may start with any of the four sections 
The otter movement. Constellation, has 
a forward version and a backward ver­ 
sion. The order of the fragments that 
compose it is not fixed, but in either case, 
once a choice is made, certain otter 
fragm ents must follow 
The choice is 
thereby limited 
So much for the theory of the music, 
which requires concentration to under­ 
stand and to hear Rosen, the intellectual

Wherever Buddy De Franco and the 
Glenn Miller Orchestra play — and they 
play one-night states for about 50 weeks 
a year — you'll hear “Tuxedo Junction." 
"Chattanooga Choo-Choo," "Serenade in 
Blue," "At Last," "Brown Jug." "String 
of Pearls," "In the Mood" , 
. 


"The Glenn Miller music is really as 
strong today in this world as it was in the 
’40s,’’ bandleader and clarin etist De 
Franco said in an interview-, "It may not 
be exposed on pop stations a te by disc 
jockeys a te so on as much as rock *n’ 
roll, but we travel around the world to 
packed houses a te oversold theaters." 


MILLER WAS ONE of the giants of the 
"big b ate” era when, as a major in the 
Army Air Force, his plane disappeared 
on a military flight from England to 
France on Dec 15, 1944. 
Miller died. but the Glen Miller Orches­ 
tra was reborn in 1956 under the leader­ 
ship of Ray McKinley, who retired in 
1966, passing the baton to De Franco, 
who has been waving it ever since. 
After 17 years, why isn't it the Buddy 
De Franco bate, he was asked. 
"The Buddy De Franco band of the 
1950s was an excellent band. It was even 
a hipper band than this one, if I might 
say so. But successful? No! Absolutely 
not ’ 


"GLENN HAD THE knowledge of how­ 
to impinge on everybody's nervous sys­ 
tem. He made it pay and he made people 
love it. In the movie ‘The Glenn Miller 
Story' they kind of made it seem an 
accident. That s so stupid He mapped it 
out. I resent it when the storytellers 
Hake it sound as if he fell into this sound 
Anything that pays off like the Glenn 
Miller music did, you work for. 
"It sounds easy to achieve when you 
hear it but it plays hard A good analogy 
in legit music would be Brahms — it 
sounds the simplest but it’s the toughest 
to play," 
The basic format of the Glenn Miller 
.sound, as De Franco described it, is "the 
clarinet playing the melodic line, doubled 
or coupled with tenor sax playing the 
same notes 
Harmonies are played by 
three otter saxophones, with an abnor­ 
mal vibrato pulsation." 


“MOSTLY WE PLAY the old songs. “ 
De Franco, who is 50, said. "That’s what 
people come to tear. We do some new 
songs, too, but we always try to select 
those that fit the style of the Glenn Miller 
Orchestra, with arrangements that fit, 
too The kite of thing that if Glenn Miller 
were alive, that’s what he'd have the 
orchestra do." 


You needn’t worry about De Franco 
leading any band into acid rock 


"I don’t like rock music." he said 
* That’s not to say there isn’t good rock 
music being played by groups like Blood, 
Sweat and Tears and Chicago. Some 
groups arc good musicians 


"But I’ve never been able to accept 
rock 'n’ roll as a valid musical form. I 
am what I am. nght? As a musician. I 
can't accept it." 


DE FRANCO SAID several years ago 
he was “bludgeoned" by a record compa­ 
ny into making a record of Glenn Miller 
with a rock background. 


“ I did the album under protest," he 
-.aid, "and I still can t state it. although 
musically it’s correct " 


Hie Glenn Miller Orchestra may play 
mostly golden oldies with a sprinkling of 
Beatle, Burt Bacharach a te other new 
songs, but it doesn't play to geriatic 
gatherings 
"It used to be, say seven years ago. 
that our audiences were 90 per cent older 
people — I don't Uke that phrase, but 
anyway not kids Now we’re closer to a 
60-40 ratio. Some places on the continent 
in Europe a te England a te Japan we're 
almost 50-50. 


“WE PLAYED IN Springfield 
Mass ) 
not long ago a te the first eight rows were 
almost all kids, jumping up and down, 
and they reaUy knew the music ” He 
added. 
"I think w e’ve done the wisest thing 
over the years The kids don’t want to 
hear you imitate their idols 
If you're 
honest about what you do, not gimmick­ 
ing something to grab them, they 'll come 
ba. 
"We fill the dance floor wherever we 
go 
Romance has a lot to do with it 
Pretty sound has a lot to do with it Ate 
the kids are learning to jutterbug — I 
guess they see it on old pictures on TV.’’

TV News Bureaus In Red China 
Are Still At Least A Year Away

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Mi­ 
chael Learned, the patient and 
wise mother of “ The Waltons,” 
is not altogether a strange? to 
the qualities of that impressive 
lady in her private life. 
Unlike Olivia Walton, howev­ 
er, Michael Learned is di­ 
vorced. and her own brood is a 
good deal smaller than her 
electronic family. 
She is the mother of three 
sons. Caleb, 15; Christopher, 13, 
and Lucas, IO. All the boys are 
the sons of Peter Donat to 
whom the actress was married 
for 16 years and whom she 
divorced a year ago. 


THE DONATS had worked 
together in San Francisco for 
six years with the American 
Conservatory Theater which 
Michael uncharacteristically 
boasts is. “ the best repertory 
theater in North America." 
Her divorce is more painful 
than most. Michael believes, 
because there was no bitterness 
involved The marriage simply- 
ended 
Michael moved to Los Ange­ 
les on a tentative basis last 
year, a month before the CBS 
series began filming It wasn't 
until last January that she took 
a comfortable house in Holly­ 
wood and decided to make 
Southern California her home 
She still has reservations 
about the move, saying: 
"I 
never thought I'd be in a televi­

During the hiatus 
Michael 
corresponded with Ellen Corby, 
who plays Grandma, and Ralph 
Waite, who portrays her hus­ 
band on the series 
While Michael's wardrobe on 
the show is typical of a rural 
woman in the depression years 
of the 1930s, her own clothes 
closet is not brimming with 
chic fashions 
She has an extensive collec­ 
tion of blue jeans and blouses. 
Her favorite footwear is sneak­ 
ers "People think the minute 
you get a series you’re rich 
overnight,” she says. "That’s 
not true at-all."

When television became pop 
ular in the late 1940s, Walt 
Disney 
called his friend Bill 
Walsh, then a comic strip writ 
cr for Mickey Mouse, and said, 
“ W e’re going into television 
and you’re going to be a pro­ 
ducer.’’ 
“ I told Wait I didn t know 
how to be a producer," Walsh 
recalls. 
"H e replied. 
‘Who 
dot's?’ ” 
“ During those days with tilt' 
‘Disneyland’ TV show, I lifted 
some of W aifs showmanship 
ideas,” Walsh says, “ Walt was 
a man who knew people — h** 
knew what the public was going 
to like, and how pocplc would 
react to a story, a joke or a 
character, 
“ He even suggested that I go 
to a small neighborhood (heater 
and watch people watching a 
Disney movie. I did I got a fast 
education in what makes a per 
son laugh or cry or shuffle his 
feet. That’s the only real truth 
in show business." 
Walsh’s three decades with 
the Disney studios have seen 
him produce 17 major motion 
pictures. He ranks among film­ 
dom ’s fop ten money-muking 
producers with grosses ap­ 
proaching the 200 million dollar 
mark,

In its June 24, 1973, issue, F amily 


W eekly asked you, our readers, for 
your opinions on the timely issues 
that face our country. Some 60,000 
of you responded! While these re­ 
sults are

thought you might like to compare 
your answers with those of the edi­ 
tors and executives of the 288 
newspapers in which Family W eekly 
appears, and who were polled sep­ 
arately on the same questions. 
T 


he voices of America’s opinion 
makers have a message for the 
nation—and a call for change, a 
recognition of change, is part of that 
message. But it is a very carefully con­ 
trolled and moderated kind of change 
they are talking about. 
One of the strongest sounds these 
voices make is the call for freedom— 
with responsibility. 
Perhaps it will be surprising to 
some that newspapermen don't think 
they have all the answers-and they 
are as divided as other Americans on 
the answers to difficult social prob­ 
lems. But they aren’t fixed or frozen 
in the ideas of past decades, either. 
And if Alexis de Tocqueville, the

Frenchman who came to this country 
142 years ago to see how America 
worked, were lo tread across the con­ 
tinent again, he might come to the 
same conclusions he came to then: 
“They all consider society as a 
body in a state of improvement, hu­ 
manity as a changing scene, in which 
nothing is, or ought to be, permanent; 
and they admit that what appears to 
them today to be good, may be super­ 
seded by something better totnorrow 
What do the opinion leaders of our 
newspapers—288 strong—think about 
the issues troubling the nation? 
F am ily W eekly decided the way 
to find out was to ask. W e sent ques­ 
tionnaires asking for opinions on our 


changing society, national and for­ 
eign affairs, health and medicine, and 
the media. These questions went to 
625 publishers, editors and general 
managers of F a m il y W e e k l y ’s 288 
influential daily newspapers. The men 
and women who responded comprise 
a group from 48 states: from Key 
W est, Fla., to Bellingham, Wash.; 
from Bangor, Maine, to San Diego 
County, Fla. They're a unique group, 
trained not only to voice their opin­ 
ions to the public, but to listen. 


They can be “conservative” : 80 
percent rejected the idea that the 
so-called free life-style could pro­ 
duce a better quality of morality in 
America. 
They may be “liberal’’- nearly two- 
thirds thought that the U.S. should 
reestablish normal diplomatic rela­ 
tions with Cuba. 
They have our traditional faith in 
our youth. Most of the men and 
women of the press said that young 
people entering their own business 
today are better equipped than old­ 
timers. 
They are 
at 
home with newer 
ideas: Most said a woman execu­ 
tive can manage a staff of men and 
women as well as a man. 
And there’s a certain hope that the 
old institutions will survive: 53 per­ 
cent thought that marriage as an in­ 
stitution would not become less 
important in future years, but one- 
third thought it would. The remain­ 


der weren’t sure. 
The newspapermen overwhelming­ 
ly picked inflation as the major 
problem before the nation—and they 
overwhelmingly 
supported 
more 
stringent government efforts to 
curb pollution o f our land and water 


and air. 
And they can be just as divided as 
any group in the nation on difliculi 
questions—such as gun control and 
compulsory health insurance. Forty- 
nine percent'of those responding 
to the Family Weekly survey felt 
tough gun control was needed— 
but 44 percent said no. There were 
43 percent who said no to compul­ 
sory health insurance, while 42 
percent said yes. 
But the theme that keeps reappear­ 
ing in the answers is the call for free­ 
dom, always allied with responsibility.

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Even when they speak of their own 
business of journalism, this twin 
theme sounds strongly. 
These people of the newspaper 
world, for example, seem to feel 
overwhelmingly that freedom of 
the press is endangered by some 
Nixon Administration policies and 


practices. At the same time they are 
evenly split on whether they and 
their reporters should receive “un­ 
qualified legal immunity from re­ 
vealing news sources." They are 
strongly opposed to monitors or 
censors for the media. 
Concern over individual freedom 


comes out again: Three-fourths be­ 
lieve that the privacy of the individ­ 
ual today is unduly threatened by 
the expanding accumulation of 
personal data through government 
dossiers, credit-bureau files, and other 
computerized information storage. 
Even on the most sensitive moral 
issues, the individual’s right to choose 
is paramount: 51 percent said a 
doctor should have the option of 
ending the life of an incurable pa­ 
tient—but only by that patient’s own 
decision. Only 16 percent thought 
the doctor alone should make this 
decision. 
And the strong demand for respon­ 
sibility 
is 
unmistakable 
in 
these 
answers: 
• Nearly four-fifths believe the 
Federal Government should NOT 
guarantee a college education to 
youngsters. 
• 93 percent opposed compul­ 
sory voting for the Presidency. 
• A majority didn’t accept the 
idea of free and easy credit as 
economically healthy, and three- 
fourths didn’t like the idea of a 
shortened work week. 
In the strongest reaction to any 
question. 94 percent voted against 
a grant of unconditional amnesty 
to draft evaders living abroad. But 


when the options were changed, 57 
percent approved the granting of 
conditional amnesty “providing they 
perform some sort of compensatory 
government service.’’ Only 27 percent 
opposed this conditional amnesty. 
The drug culture has invaded 
their cities, but the opinion makers 
apparently would not be stampeded 
into harsh remedies; nearly three- 
fourths felt a marijuana user should 
NOT be criminally punished for a 
first offense. Only 28 percent felt 
drug pushers should be given the 
death sentence.

Two-thirds be­ 
lieved President Nixon was partic­ 
ularly successful in international 
affairs. But only 16 percent, a dis­ 
tinct minority, thought he was par­ 
ticularly successful in dealing with 
domestic economics.

What does America face abroad? 
Most picked the Middle East as the 
most sensitive trouble spot for our 
country in the next five years.

Fifty-one percent said they agree 
with American policy in the Middle 
East—and only 15 percent dis­ 
agreed-but a third of those respond­ 
ing said they weren't sure or just didn't 
know enough to answer. 
If anything, the F a m i l y W e e k l y 
survey showed that these men and 
women of the press are still con­ 
cerned about their freedom and about 
their duty, about the changes that are 
coming. The late Adlai Stevenson 
once said. 
“When an American says that he 
loves hts country, he means not only 
that he loves the New England hills, 
the prairies glistening in the sun, the 
wide and rising plains, the great 
mountains, and the sea.

Fears Influence You?

TRUE OR FALSE? 


1. Your reaction to a threatening so­ 
cial situation reveals a lot about your 
personality. 
2. A tearful, anxiety-ridden person 
splurges on life insurance. 
3. If you fear the opposite sex, there 
isn t much you can do about it. 
4. Fear makes every ache or pain hurt 
more than it otherwise would. 
5. People who have the most to live 
for have the greatest fear of dying. 
6. If you’re afraid of things that pose 
no actual threat to your safety or well­ 
being, you’re neurotic. 


ANSWERS 


1. True. Psychologists at a leading 
university made a study of two types 
of people: those who reacted to 
threatening social situations with fear 
and anxiety, and those who took such 
confrontations in their stride and were 
not intimidated. People in the first 
category fell into two types: The over­ 
excitable type, who speak and work 
rapidly and make many errors; and 
the inhibited type, who tend to freeze 
up under a threatening situation and 
become passive and slow-moving, as 
though their faculties were partially 
paralyzed. On the other hand, those 
people who were not intimidated 
shared these characteristics: They 
were not impulsive, but given to act­ 
ing thoughtfully and deliberately. 
They were more tenacious, more goal- 
oriented, and more persevering 
in 
overcoming obstacles. They were also 
more vigorous and less subject to de­ 
pression and fatigue than those in the 
first group. 
2. False-according to a recent Uni­ 
versity of California study which 
showed that fearful, anxious people 
tended to have a slightly adverse atti­ 
tude toward purchasing life insur­ 
ance. By way of explanation, it’s sug­ 
gested that the higher-anxiety individ­ 
ual is reluctant to talk about, think 
about, or even admit to himself that 
he is fearful. 


3. boise. Studies have demonstrated 
that fear of the opposite sex increases 
when members of the opposite sex are 
avoided, and decreases when an indi­ 
vidual forces himself to socialize with 
members of the opposite sex. The ef­ 
fectiveness of this remedy (psycholo­ 
gists term it '‘desensitization”) has 
been demonstrated by university stud­ 
ies which show that fear of the oppo­ 
site sex can be resolved in a remark­ 
ably short time if, instead of avoiding 
socializing with mixed company, a 
person will make a point of cultivat­ 
ing it. 
4. True. Psychological studies that ex­ 
amined the influence of various emo­ 
tional states on pain, by using a spe­ 
cial device to measure pain thresholds, 
have shown that fear lowers your pain 
threshold appreciably, making every 
type of pain—headache, stomachache, 
toothache, backache, etc.—hurt far 
more than it would otherwise. 
5. False. Studies conducted at two 
leading universities have shown that 
people whose lives are the most re­ 
warding, "who reported a high pur­ 
pose and meaning in their life, tended 
to fear death less and to have a posi­ 
tive and accepting attitude toward it.” 
6. False. As a leading British psychia­ 
trist observes in summing up the find­ 
ings of wide-scale studies in a treatise 
on "Fears and Phobias” : Most peo­ 
ple have fears of one kind or another 
that, unless they approach the propor­ 
tions of a full-blown phobia, are per­ 
fectly normal. These may include 
‘‘mild fears of heights, elevators, dark­ 
ness, airplanes, spiders, mice, snakes, 
and taking examinations, as well as 
superstitions such as fears of houses 
said to be haunted by ghosts, of walk­ 
ing under ladders, 
and similar taboos.”

im Garner, whose most recent film 
is “One Little Indian," for Walt 
Disney Studio's, has always been 
one of Hollywood’s more elusive ac­ 
tors.
